Whether Georgia will have an ¢x- 
traordinary session of the legisla- 
ture will rest in. the hands of Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsey, Attorney 
General FR.

Washington. November 13.—De- 
spite the falling off of South Amer- 
ica’s favorable trade balance with 
the United States, conditions in most 


Latin-American countries seem to 
be fundamentally sound, according 
to Acting Director Charles E. Herr- 
ing, of the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce. : 

“As the normal market for raw 
materials on which the- economic 
prosperity of Latin-America depends 
is re-established, conditions there 
will right themselves,” Mr. Herring 
declared in a survey of trade con 
ditions. “It is to be expected that 
as lower prices are definitely reach- 
ed and consumers in the United 
States. and elsewhere resume their 
normal purchases, the present slump 
in the market for South American 
raw materials will be relieved by 
heavy purchases in the United 
States, Canada and other non-Euro- 
pean countries. 

Anticipation of further price re- 
ductions in the United States, Mr. 
Herring said, is an awkward factor 
in the situation. Furthermore, he 
added, the Latin-American importer 
in many cases is obliged to pay a 
premium of from 20 to $0 per cent 
on account of his depreciated cur-{ 
rency.

New York,- November 13.—The 
name of Representative James A. 
Gallivan, of Massachusetts, ‘was 
brought into testimony offered here 
today in the Waish committee in- 
quiry into the affairs ofthe United 
States shipping board. ~~ 
Robert E. Kline, special represen- 
tative of the board’s supply and 
sales department, was testifying 
to methods used in disposal of sur- 
plus material. In the course of his‘ 
testimony he described an effort on 
the, part of his department to pro- 
cure what he said was an advanta- 
geous contract for disposal of scrap 
material. A bid for its sale on a 
“six months’ supply basis” at a rate 
ot 50 cents a ton over the market 
price was accepted, rejected, accept- 
ed again and once more held~up 
because an official in Washington 
discovered he had acted without au- 
thority, he said. \ . 

“Sharp” Telegram. 
In the interim, it was decided an- 
other form of bid shbuld be .of- 
fered. The second bidder alleged he 
had been discriminated against and, 
according to the witness, the ,dboard 
secured from Mr. “Gallivan a tele- 
gram complaining that this bidder, 
one of his constituents, had not 
been treated fairly. This first tele- 
gram, the witness added, was soon 
followed by another, which he term- 
ed “sharp,” demanding an investi- 
gation and threatening to take ‘the 
Matter to the floor of congress. 
Thé insistence of Mr. Gallivan, the 
witness said, no doubt caused” the 
home office of the buard’to give the 
controversy over the “scrap” con- 
tracts quicker consideration.” At 
any rate,:he said, he forwarded to 
the board a complete file’ of the case. 
The delay in getermining the suc- 
cessful bidder, however, cost. the 
government money, he declared; for 
at that time—last June and July— 
the market for scrap material was 
much higher than it now is. 
Scrap material sold by the board 
was disclésed by the witness's tes- 
timeny to include everything from 
unused parts, bolts, asbestos, pack- 
ing for steam pipes to even dis- 
carded uniforms of the guards used 
during the war to protect shipyards 
and plants. He also described de- 
tails of how this materia} was as- 
— invoiced and €éventually 
sold, 
From shipyard materialS and con- 
tests over contracts for “scrap,” 
the hearing, im its closing hours to- 
day, drifted back to operations. 


Delays to Vessels. 


Captain James A. MacGregor, of 
Baltimore, now general manager for 
the South Atlantic Maritime cor- 
poration, but formerly district agent 
for the shipping board at Savann 
and Wilmington, was called. . 
He related instances of delays to 
shipping board vessels, alleged in- 
terlocking operating organizations, 
delays in repairs to ships and con- 
gested harbors, which he said cost 
the shipping board money. He ad- 
mitted, however, that incidents sim- 
ilar to those he described had oc- 
curred with private companies, but 
not to such an extent as they did 
with the government operations. 
He told of a shipment of resin 
from Savannah to Havana which 
could not be,unloaded at the: latter 
port because of congestion. Its con- 
signee raised a vigorous complaint, 
and he was paid for the resin by 
the steamship company, which ‘car- 
ried it with a check on shipping 
board funds. 5 
* The resin went with the ship from 
Havana to Buenos Aljires, thence 
back to New York, thence to Balti- 
more and back to Savannah, where 
it Was sold at a loss. The shipping 
board was reimbursed, but the point 
of the witness was that its funds 
were used without proper authority. 
Methods of shipping board opera- 
tors holding cargo for their own 
vessels when board vessels operated 
by another line were available, was 
criticised by the witness. He al-

As soon 
as M r.Ber gcan make arrangements, 
he will bring his aged father and 
the only other.remaining single sis- 
ter from Russia to live wtih him in 
Atlanta. 

Miss Ber talks of the conditions 
which vi ly portray the suffering 
of thousands of people she has left 
behind. Miss Berg’s father was one 
of the leading business men of his 
town, @ man of affluence and 
wealth; until) the war and other 
conditions almost wiped out his 
fortune. She speaks the Russian, 
Polish, French an@. German lan- 
guages as well as good Engpish, and 
is an accomplished musician. 


The family of Miss Berg originally 
lived in Kowno, Lithuania, but early 
in the war trouble moved to Petro- 
grad. Later, when the bolsheviks 
began to create so much trovwble, 
her familygmoved back to Kowno 
where she has left

Believe Czar Lives. 


“There are scores “of’ péople in 
Russia,” said Miss Berg, “who do 
not believe the Russian czar is dead. 
I. myself, believe that the bolsheviks 
have a mistaken idea that he was 
killed when they stormed his palace 
some time ago. We believe that he 
has been hidden out in the southern 
portion of Russia, and some of these 
days, when bolshevism hhas run its 
day and fallen, as it must, he will 
turn up alive and well. 

‘“T hardly know how to express 
my great thanks for the opportuni- 
ty to come and live in this great, 
free country. I simly thin America 
isgreat, and I expect to spend mv 
days here. There are thousands

this country. They long for Amer- 
ica. On the boat on which I came 
across with my brother, there were 
hundreds and hundreds of emigants.

It was a joy-~ 
ous if somewhat pathetic sight to 
see all of them stand with bared 
heads. and tears streaming down 
their eyes as the ship pulled into the 
harbor at New York, passing the 
wonderful Statue of of Liberty, 
which means so much to them.

Henry Berg, who is a member ot 
the firmA@f Pollock & Berg, furnish- 
ings and clothing, on Peachtree 
street, was born ~,in Kowno, 
Lothuan, in Russia, thirty-one years 
ago. At the age of 11 he sailed for 
Americ awith a friend of his familv. 
leavig behind a father and mother, 
five sisters and two brothers. Landa- 
ing in New York, he .spent twelve 
years in that city, and then came to 
Atlanta, where he has lived since. 


Their Fate Unknown. 


For a number of years he kept 
in constanttouch by correspondence 
with his relatives, but in 1914, at 
the outbreak o fthe war, he lost 
track of them, and for five years 
could learn nothing of their fate. 
About a year ago he again heard 
from them, and learning the..story 
of their hardships and losses, de- 
cided about three mogths ago to pay 
the ma visit, and\ito bring them to 
America to live.

ONE MAIL TERRITORY 


|The Agreement Includes All 


North, Central and South 
America. 


Madrid, November 12.—‘“All coun- 
tries composing North, Central and 


South America will form one postal 
territory” says the official text of 
the tentative agreement adopted by 
the delegates to the Postal Congress 
of Spain, the United States, Argen- 
tina, Bolivia, Brazil, Chile, Colom- 
bia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Ecuador, San 
to Domingo, Guatemala, Haiti, Hon- 
duras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama 
Paraguay, Peru, Salvador, Uruguay 
and Venezuela. 

The agreement contains a pro- 
vision declaring for the obligatory 
prepayment of postage on all class- 
es of correspondence except in cas: 
of letters, where certain tolerance 
will be allowed, for insufficient pre- 
payment. 

Every nation signing agrees to 
transport free through its territory 
all correspondence from any signa- 
tory nation to another signatory 
nation, but the transport of corres- 
pondeénce calling for passage through 
a@ non-signatory country must be 
paid by the country of origin. Even 
signatory nation agrees that the in- 
ternational rate existing in the 
country where mail originates shal] 
apply to mail destined to all other 
signatories. This includes letters. 
ordinary and reply-paid postcards, 
all classes of printed matter, com- 

tial papers, samples and medi- 
cinés. 

Exception is made concerning pre- 
paid letters. It is provided that 
these letters must bear prepaid at

“The American Red Cross is now 
awaiting the report of its European 
commissioner on the need of special 
Red Cross relief in Ireland. Irish 
women and nurses are members of 
the British Red Cross and are on 
duty in Ireland today. The regular 
practice of the American Red Cross 
would be to await an appeal from 
Ireland before acting.

Chicago, November 13.—Statistics 
showing that complaints of cruelty 
to wife and children have increased

Projects Aggregating $1,- 
690,000 Completed. and 
Others Now in Progress 
Amount to $10,500,000.

| With highway projects aggregat- 
ing $1,690,000 completed during the 
past twelve months and others now 


the state highway department an- 
nounced Saturday Georgia's system 
of highways is being rgpidly com- 
pleted and within ayother fifteen 
Imonths every. county seat in the 
state will be linked together. 

By gombining federal, state and 
county funds, the highway départ- 
ment, it was stated, has been in @ 
position to promote its construction 
on a much larger scale than it was 
at first thought possible. With ex- 
perienced experts at their disposal 
county authorities have found it 


referable to turn over all road 
A aera to the state highway au- 
thorities, and with t whole of 
Georgia's highway fund required to 
be spent through this department. 
the engineers have been practically 
unhindered in their work. 

More than two-thirds of the 
counties are embraced in the pro- 
gram of projects of the departments, 
it was stated, while every section 
of the state is represented. In the 
122 projects now underway and 
those that have been completed an 
army of 3.500 men has been em- 
ployed, thirty-three road rollers, 108 
scrapes, seventy-five conereté mix 
ers, twelve rock crushers, fifteen 
steam shovels, 1,200 teams and five 
asphalt: distributing machines have 
been used. 

Projects Completed. 


The following projects have been 
completed by the highway depart- 
ment: \ 

- From Gainesville, north to the 
Lumpkin county line, a sand clay 
ro2d twelve miles in length, scien- 
tifically graded. This is a link in 
the Gainesville-Blairville route via 
Dahlonega. 

From Jefferson towards Com- 
merce, two-thirds of the distance, 
@ sand clay road. | 
In three directions out of Wash- 
ington, towards Athens, Elberton 
and Lincoln, a total of nine miles 
of concrete road. 

From Moreland to Greenville, in 
Meriwether county, sixteen miles of 
sand clay road, 

From LaGrange, twelve miles 
north towards the Coweta county 
line, a sand clay road and three 
concrete bridges, constituting an im- 
portant link in the Atlanta-West 
Point route. 

n Henry county, six miles of s 

clay road, constituting the Henry 
county link of the Atlanta-Macon 
route, which is also the middie route 
of the Pixie highway. 
_ From the Spalding county line go- 
ing south to Griffin, eight and one- 
half miles of ‘concrete road, and 
from Griffin south for a distance of 
two miles, a concrete road. Two 
more miles going south will short- 
ly be completed. This road will 
then bisect Spalding county with a 
magnificent concrete link in the 
Atlanta-Macon route. 


An Important Link. 

Another important link in the 
Same route is nine miles of concrete 
road from the Bibb county line, at 
Lorraine, into.the city of Macon. 

In Bibb county, from Macon south 
for a distance of two'and one-half 
miles, @ concrete road. This is in 
the direction of Fort Valley and is 
& partly completed link in the Ma- 
con-Americus and Atlanta-Americus 
route. 3 

Steel and concrete bridge, one-half 
of a mile in length, across the Flynt 
river in Macon county, connecting 
Montezuma with Oglethorpe, and 
forming a most important link in 
the Atlanta-Macon-Americus-Thom- 
asville route. 

From Thomasville north to the 
Ochlochnee river, three miles of 
bituminous macadam road, and also 
a concrete bridge across this river 
which is 90 per cent completed. 

From Quitman, running north to- 
wards Moultrie, eight miles of con- 
crete road and five concrete bridges. 

In Emanuel county, north and 
south of Swainsboro, the county 
seat, ten concrete bridges over 
Streams that were troublesome and 
often fmpassable in wet weather, 
thus forming an important link in 
es main Atlanta-Macon-Savannah 
route.

North of Valdosta on the Valdos- 
ta-Adel link of the middle ixie 
highway, an important concrete 
bridge. 

In Chatham county, for eight 
miles out of- Savannah, running 
north, eight miles of concrete road, 
another link in the Atlanta-Macon- 
Savannah route. 

In Whitfield county, an important 
contrete birdge across Swamp créek. 
which has been in the habit of g£o- 
ing on a@& rampage every once in a 
while and washing away the wood- 
en birdge.

Among the projects now under 
Way are many of much interest and 
importance. In this respect is the 
Folkston-Waycross link of the mid- 
dle Dixie highway. It consists of 
twelve’ nviles of tar, gravel and as- 
phait road along the eastern edge 
of the Okefenokee swamp, & af- 
fords a route into Jacksonville for 
the whole of soufheast 

Another is the Darien bridge 
across the Altamaha river and sev- 
eral estuaries of the Atlantic ocean. 
This bridge was formerly tke rall- 
road bridge of the Georgia Coast 
and Piedmont railway. Recently the 
road was abandoned and sold for 
junk. The most valuable piece of 
its roadbed was the ive-mile 
bridge. Glynn and McIntosh coun- 
ties purehased the bridge and the 
state highway gel pees is now 
remodeling it for vehicul traffic. 
It is stated this will open up the 
most important bréidgce link on the 
entire Atlantic seaboafd between 
New York and Miami. 

From, Dahlonega running south 
to the frail county line the depart- 
ment is building a bituminous ma- 
cadam road that will connect with 
the completed link in Hall county 
and from an additional and highly 
important link in the Gainesville- 
Blairsville route. 

In Floyd county, running south 
towards Gedartown, the department 
is building seven miles of bitumi- 
nous macadam road which will form 
another important link in the Chat- 
tanooga-Tallahassee route along 
western side of the state. 

Over the Flynt river between 
Thomaston and Butler the depart- 
ment is constructing. a concrete 
bridge where an old ferry has been 
operated since colonial days. This 
will form a link in the new Griffin- 
Americus short route via Zebulon.

Oth- 
er things have interfered with this 
law. Today the demand for cotton‘ 
is greater than the supply. There 
is today a shivering cry all around 
the world for more cotton than the 
world contains. The international 
financial machinery necessary to 
transfer the cotton from those who 
have it over here to those who need 
it. over there is témporarily out of 
gear. It is the duty of the federa! 
board to .assist the farmer to hold 
his cotton, not from the market. 
but for the market. 

“The mills -in this country are 
abundantly supplied with cotton 
and are distressed to find a mar- 
ket for their gutput. The world 
sorely needs this output, but the 
international *‘ findncial machinery 
necessary to e transfer of the 
goods from the mills to the consum 

ers has temporarily broken down. 
The exchange market is in such a 
condition that France, Italy and 
Germany are today actually paying 
more for cotton on a basis of 2?

“There can. be no active demand 
for cotton until this. international] 
tangle is straightened out.

mobilize its own assets and extend 
to the farmer every ssible aid, Of 
course, debts must be paid, but 
every indulgence consistent with 
straying out of bankruptcy should 
be granted. This indulgence should 
be granted by the manufacturers to 
the jobber, by. the jobber to the 
merchant, by the merchant to the 
farmer. 

“The best remedy is the common 
sense and mutual sympathy of the 
people in the presence of a common 
disaster. If the farmer is allowed 
to go to the devel. Hell will soon 
be the portion of us all. 

“It is as plain as day that if the 
farmers of the cotton belt would 
produce their own food and feed 
crops, then they would always be 
in a position to adequately deal 
with an emergency like the one 
that now confronts us; but so long 
as cotton farmers line-up in a fight 
of this kind with empty cribs and 
smoke houses and with a debt on 
the crop for food and feed supplies. 
they are as helpless as the man who 
goes into a battle with an empty 
gun in his -hgnds.”

of heavy curtailment in the making of 
goods by American mills market declining 
in consequence. 

In other words, conditions are shaping 
themselves to place the textile situation in 
a stronger position, for now on the lower 
prices for cotton goods will be more at- 
tractive to the public, and when buying in- 
creases, which will likely develop shortly, 
the mills will be more in need of raw cot- 
ton than for a long time past.

New York, November 13. — The 
short session of the stock market 
today was characterized by contin- 
vance of the recent heavy selling 
movement, many popular issues reg- 
istering new Jows for the year, in 
some cases a much longer period.

Week-end advices, regarding in- 
dustrial and commercial conditions 
gave impetus to the market's ex- 
tended reaction. The commercial 
agencies made pointed allusion to 
the rapidity with which price re- 
adjustments are proceeding, this be- 
ing confirmed by drastic cuts in the 
Chicago market. 

Advices from New England, the 
middle west and the south told of 
further curtailment in the textile 


industry and of the acceptance of a, 
25 per cent wage reduction by the, 


mill hands of a large cotton com- 
pany in Virginia. 

The clearing house st ment was 
decidedly favorable, acttal loans 
and discounts decreasing almost 
$48,000,000, and reserves of mem- 
bers at the federal reserve bank in- 
creasing to the extent of $30,770.,- 
000, with a gain of about $33,500,- 
000 in reserves, bringing the exce 
to slightly over $32,000,000, as 
against last week’s deficit. 

Bonds were heavy, all the Liberty 
issues reacting on free offerings.

Continues in Wall Street

either the Morgan, First National 
bank, Hill interests or the Stand- 
ard Oil, Rockefeller, Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. crowd. In some cases, such as 
the Lackawanna, both groups have 
an active voice in the management. 
Thus it happens that a proposed 
radical change in the policy of one 
of the large railroads is not likely 
to také place without such infor- 
mation Mecoming known in advance 
by the men in-control of other large 
companies. This close “community 
of interest” arrangement existing 
in Wall street naturally raises the 
question: Is this “melon cutting” 
such as has been proposed for 
Lackawanna and Burlington to be 
taken up by other rallroads? 


Possible to Keep in Touch. 


Men who have planned the stock 
dividends gor Lackawanna and Bur- 
lington never indulge in talking 
Nevertheless, 
it is sometimes possible for outsid- 
ers who ke in close touch with 
what ts going on in financial af- 
fairs to make an accurate forecast 
of what the leaders in Wall street 
are going to do and why they are 
going to do it. In the preser in- 
stance your correspondent is will- 
ing to go on/record with the pre- 
diction that “melon cutting” among 
the railroadsfwill not be confined 
‘to Lackawanna and Burlington. 

Here is the basis for that predic- 
tion. Under the new transporta- 
‘tion act railroading has been revo- 
lutionized# The framers of the law 
proceeded on the theory that the 
object tb be accomplished for the 
country’s industrial and financial 
good was the elimination of the so- 
called weak roads. That ts why for 
the first time in the government’s 
attempts to regulate the carriers 
a rule was laid down for rate mak- 
ing. Heretofore congress had only 
instructed the interstate commerce 
commission to make rates for the 
were “fair and rea- 
In the law passed last 
February it is stated plainly that 
the commission shall from time to 
‘time determine rates that will be 
high enough to bring in net income 
equal to 5% per cent with an ex- 
tra one-half of 1 per cent if deem- 
ed necessary, on the average prop- 
erty account of the carriers. This 
level of rates, it was figured, and 
‘railway experts agreed with the cal- 


‘}eulations, will permit*the: so-called 


weak roads to get on their feet, 
physically and financially. 


New Levela More Than Enough. 


Next it was figured that this level 

rates would bé more than 
enough for those companies which 
had prospered under the old rate 
schedule. So a clause was included 
in the new law to the effect that 
any company earning over 6 per 
cent on its*property. account must 
turn in half of the excess to a gen- 
eral fund from which loans for im- 
provement of roadbed and equip- 
ment will be made on proper se- 
curity to those in need of such ad- 
vances. 

Next a clause was included in the 
new law that every road earning 
more than 6 per cent on its property 
account must set up for itself out 


of its surplus earnings over and 
above proper maintenance and div- 
idends a reserve fund which wll 


hat | equal 5 percent of its propery ac- 


count. This fund, intended to sta- 


bilize the whole railway industry 
for the good of the shipping, travel- 
ing and investing publi¢, is to be 
drawn upon in lean years for main- 
tenance, for interest on bonds, or 
for dividends on stock. It is then 
added: “When such a fund is so 
accumulated and maintained the 
portion of its excess which the car- 
rier is permitted to retain may be 
used by it for any lawful purpose.” 
In other words, after a certain 
amount of surplus earnings have 
been, accumulated ‘as a safety fund, 
any additional amount may be used 
for declaring extra dividends or for 
any other lawful purpose. 
Use Extra Sums for Any Purpose. 
A reserve fund equal to 5 per cent 
on Lackawanna property account 
calls for $3,800,000. Today Lacka- 
wanna, with no bonded debt and a 
$42,277,000 capital stock, has an ac- 
cumulated surplus built .up from 
surplus earnings carried from the 
income account year after over and 
above dividends of $89,304,000. A 
fund of 5 per cent on Burlington 
property account calls for $22,700,- 
000. That company already has an 
accumulated surplus of $241,781,000. 
Thére are other railroads which 
have accumulated a large surplus. 
Here is a list show how a half 
dozen companies built up their prof- 
it and loss surplus between say 1906 
when the government first began 
to really regulate the railroads 
the end of last year:

Norfolk & Western, Atlantic Coast 
Line, Southern Pacific, Illmois Cen- 
tral, Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral and other railroads belong in 
the class with those above. Under 
the new law the old incentives for 
building up a large surplus no long- 
er exist. Therefore railroads like 
Lackawanna and Burlington are 
going to increase their capital 
stock, write down the profit and 
loss surplus by an equal sum, and 
then give away the new stock to 
the shareholders. 


Will Divert Attention From Large 
Earnings. 

Besides making a distribution of 
accumulated profits and trusting to 
the new contingent fund to be es- 
tablished under the law, the plan 
of increasing stock will serve the 
Lackawanna, Burlington and others 
in diverting attention from large 
ones under the higher freight 
an passenger ratgs. Otherwise 
rates might be red&ed. Then we 
would again be facing the prob-

It should be added that under 
the new law, for the first time, the 
government has absolute control of 
the issuance of all railway securi- 
ties. In the future there can be no 
consolidations, no reorganizations, 
no stock dividends unless all of the 
cards are first taken to the inter- 
state commerce commission and laid 
on the table face up. This, more 
than any other point named, means 
that the old order of things has 
passed and that from now on the 
railroads are going to be run pri- 
marily for the manufacture of 
transportation. 


Consumption of Cotton 
Shows Drop From 1919 


Washington, November 13.—Cur- 
tailment of cotton manufacturing, 
which has resulted in the complete 
shutting down of some mills and the 
placing of others on part time, was 
reflected in the October cotton con- 
sumption statistics announced to- 
day by the census bureau. The 
amount of raw cotten used for man- 
ufacturing purposse last. month was 
the smallest of any month in the 
past six years. 

The quantity used in Octdber was 
399,837 bales, or 156,000 bales less 
than used during October last year? 
and 57,000 bales less than used dur- 
ing September this year. 

Mills in the northern states seem 
to have curtailed production to a 
greater extent than those in the 


south. Sbindles active during Oc- 
teber for the entire country num- 
bered 674,291 less than in October 
last year, while in cotton-growing 
states the number of active spindles 
in October showed an. increase of 
164.940 over October a year ago.

Unemployment is rapidly increas- 
ing, partly because of the shutting 
down of many scores of large indus- 
tria] plants for brief periods owing 
to a present lack of orders and part- 
ly as a result of the policv of keep- 
ing only the most efficient help, 
which has been almost universally 
adopted within a period of only a 
few weeks. Less than three months 
ago, excepting here and there, a ma- 
teria] shortage of labor existed and 
many who were lazy or not efficient 
were employed for lack of a~ thine 
better for employers to get.

Dartinguenave Tells the 
Newspaper Correspon- 
dents That U. S. Con- 
gress Should Investigate 
Civil Officers. 


Port Au Prince, Haiti, November 
13.—(By* the Associated Press.)— 
President Dartiguenave, in a state- 
ment at the Palace here today, to 


America desired the Haitians to 
consider the Haitien-American 
treaty on a basis of independence, it 
would be necessary to hold a con- 
gressional investigation of the civil 
functinoaries. ' 

“The treaty,” said the president, 
“has been violated and net carried 
out because Haiti has been under 
the oppression of the American min- 
ister and financial adviser. There is 
need of a minister, wise and enlight- 


would clarify the situation. The 
minister and adviser have sent to 
secretary Colby declarations alleg- 
ed to have come from me in an at- 
tempt to infer that Haiti is not 
keeping her obligations.” 

Most Serious Question. . 

President Dartiguenave said that 
the most serious question related to 
civil control, because it precluded 
the carrying out of the treaty. In 
1915 Haiti: bitterly complained 
against the minister’s methods in an 
attempt to attribute wrong motives 
and suggested the consolidation of 
the posts of minister and adviser, 
asserting that the want of tact had 
caused much distress in Haiti. 

The burden of the _ president’s 
complaint was against the civil ad- 
ministration, as “he declared the 
marine administration, except for 
occasional lack of dgment on the 
‘part of junior officers, was good. 
There were faults of occupation, 
which could not be prevented, but 
of late there had been a desirable 
improvement. 

“The main civil trouble is-lack of 
co-operation,” said the president, 
“The AmePicans are a great people; 
we beg them to be kind to little 
people.” 4 

The president was emphatic in de- 
claring himself regarding the minis- 
ter and financial adviser. He spoke 
Slowly in order that there might be 
no mistakes. He mentioned no names 
however. He expressed the firm be- 
lief that a congressional inquiry was 
necessary in order to amplify the 
testimony taken before the naval 
board of inquiry. 

Haitians Made Protest. 

He declared that Haitians had not 
publicly protested against the ma- 
rine -administration, though there 
were many ugly rumors which were 
investigated. The unexpected pres- 
idential criticism of the civil au- 
thorities created a sensation in na- 
val eéircles in view of reports here 
of a possible inquiry by a congress- 
ional committee. A marine officer 
present when the state- 
ment was made was visibly embar- 
rassed. 

President Dartinguenave unhesti- 
itatingly charged: “When I protest 
against an agreement relative to 
Haitian affairs, which the minister 
attributes to the Haitian govern- 
ment, the state department always 
declares that the Haitian govern- 
ment is wrong. The minister and 


adviser have caused much distress 
to Haitians.’’ 

The American minigter, A. Bally- 
blanchard, to whom the president of 
Haiti had reference, declined to be 
seen tonight.

“Germany will not ask the as- 
sembly to admit her to the league,” 
he declared; “because such an ap- 
plication would give rise to a sharp 
discussion in the assembly, for it 
is known certain states have given 
indications they would oppose her 
immediate entry. I do not know 
whether they have sufficient sup- 
port to insure the triumph of their 
viewpoint, but however that may 
be, su@h a discussion would not be 
without danger to the league itself. 
Besides, the German government 
does not consider the league in its 
present form as perfect. How, in- 
ceed, could it be, since, to mention 
only two states, it includes neither 
Russia nor the United States, and

HARVARD IS 
SCORED FOR 
ALOOFNESS

New York, November 13.—The 
boishevists of football have made no 
more progress in their annual attack 
On the rock-ribbed, armor-plated 
autocracy of the eastern gridiron, 
centering in Cambridge, than they 
haveinten other years of driving 
at this all-powerful group of college 
teams.

Yale and Princeton.is Princeton. 
lradition is. tradition—and the sport 
in the east lives, moves and has its 
being in tradition. 

The traditions ot the autocrat, 
Percy Haughton, former czar of 
Harvard, have descended to the sec- 
ond generation, in Head Coach Rob- 
ert T. Fisher, who is attempting to 
preserve the Haughton aloofness, 
the Haughton affectation of superi- 
ority, the Haughton spirit of Har- 
vard ueber alles. . 

Yale, out of deference to the pub- 
lic, that same public that paid for 
the stadium at Soldiers’ field, and 
the Yale bowl, and that really pays 
the salary of such as Haughton 
and Fisher, numbers her players. 
Princeton does the same, so do 
Dartmouth and Cornell and Syra- 
cuse, and the Army and Navy, and 
almost without exception every one 
of the bigger teams. 

But the Haughton spirit still lives. 
“We won't number our 0»players,’

| Schools to Teach Pupils to 
_ Observe Traffic Regulations. 


Bureau of Education to 
Urge Courses in Safety 
for All Grades in Public 
Schools. 


Inclusion of courses designed to 
teach children the’ t‘rules* of 
road,” will be urged upon school 
officials throughout fhe United 
States shortly by the textbook com- 
mittee of the highway and highway 
transport education committee of 
the bureau of education. While it 


is yet too early to say definitely 
what the recommendations for these 
courses will contain, some indica- 
tion can be obtained from studies 
which are already under way in the 
Detroit public schools as well as 
in some others. 

In Detroit, for example, the work 
starts with the kindergarten, where 
the child is taught to exercise care 
-n crossing streets, always waiting 
on the corner until he is sure that 
nothing is approaching within a 
half block. 

Later, as the child progresses to 
the elemental grades the course is 
broadened and the element of per- 
sonal responsibility enters into tie 
course, together with more detailed 
instructions as to rules of safety, 
always in language which is easily 
understood and which is confined 
to fundamental] principles. 

As a supplement to the vocal! in- 
struction, traffic games have been 
found a valuable teaching adjunct in

Coveleskie Should Cont 
Great Work of Last Season 


BY BILLY EVANS, 

American League Umpire. 
Stanley Coveleskie was easily the 
hero of the 1920 world's Series. 
Stanley Coveleskie was about the 
most effective pitcher in the Amer- 
ican league last season. 
Stanley Coveleskie’s winning three 
games from the Brooklyn team in- 
side of a week, In which he allowed 
only two runs and fifteen hits, is 
conclusive proof of his greatness. 
What is to hecome of Stanley 
Coveleskie in 1921? What does the 
future hold for the ace of the 
Cleveland pitching staff?’ For Cov- 
eleskie is a spit ball pitcher, and 
it has been decreed by the powers 
that the spit bal) delivery is no 
more. The season just closed is 
supposed to have ended the use of 
the spit ball. 
llowed to uSe the spit ball, Cov- 
eleskie is a master pitcher. His 
value to the Cleveland club under 
suche conditions, would be in the 
neighborhood of $50,000.- Take the 
spit ball away from Coveleskie and 
he is an ordinary pitcher. Perhaps 
he wouldn’t bring more than $2,500 
if offered for sale, certainly not 
over $3,000. The reason is easy. 


'Coveleskie is a spit ball pitcher al- 


most exclusively. He has perfected 
that delivery to a high degree. For 
perhaps ten years he has experi- 
mented with that style of pitching 
and has been highly’ successful. 
Now it seems that overnight the 


In a way, his means of livelihood 
is almost wiped out. It doesn’t 
seem quite fair. 

Justified Dope. — 
Prior to the series with Brooklyn, 
[I discussed the Cleveland pitching 
staff and Ventured an opinion as 


to the success it would have against 
the Brooklyn team. I expressed the 
belief that the National league club 
would find Coveleskie a difficult 
proposition. I also predicted he 
would have to win three games for 
Cleveland to capture the series, and 
that he would just about turn the 
trick. In speaking of ‘oveleskie I 
warned the Brooklyn club it would 
See a spit ball pitcher who was dif- 
fereut from any other pitcher using 
that style delivery, a twirler who 
had a fast, slow and curve spit 
ball. He ig-a pitcher who had re- 
markable control, so uncanny he sel- 
dom threw a fast ball, ayd that 
with two strikes and three balls 
On the’ batter, it was never a fast 
one, but always a spit ball. After 
the series IJ talked with several 
Brooklyn players. whom I know 
well, and all frankly adinitted Cov- 
eleskie’s style was considerably dif- 
ferent from any gpit ball pitcher 
they had ever hit against. 
Personally I have never liked the 
spit ball delivery. I am rather glad 
it has been barred, but I am in- 
clined to the belief that the manner 
in which it was legislated out was 
entirely too drastic. 1 believe the 
rule makers could have used a bit 
more diplomacy in reaching their 
decision. Trick deliveries have no 
place in bagweball. The spit ball is 
a trick delivery. If al] other trick 
deliveries are to be harred, then 
the spit ball, which was the origi- 
nal trick style of pitching, must 
z0. However, [ believe some con- 
sideration should have been shown 
the pitchers who for years have de- 
pended upon the spit ball for suc- 
cess. They should have been per- 
mitted to use the spit ball delivery 
the remainder of their career. 

His Spit Ball, 


Through the spit ball, Stanley 
Coveleskie has reached the top of 
the pitching heap. For three or four 
years he had been looked on as one 
of the mast effective pitchers in the 
American league. It required per- 
haps ten years of experimenting 
with the spit ball, as well as a lot 
of work and patience, for Coveleskie 
to reach his goal. And now just as 
as he is at the very top of the heap, 
he is to be deprived of his one best 
bet, the spit ball. Coveleskie can- 
not revamp his delivery over night. 
He is no longer a yourfgster. He 
has only a fair fast ball and no 
curve ball to speak of, so without 
the spit ball it is questionable if he 
will be able to get by.

| standpoint, would be in the neigh- 
{borhood of a half million dollars. 
|Major league clubs are constantly 
iscouring the country for capable 
‘talent, and finding it difficult to dig 
; up promising pitchers. Yet, through 
legislation, the clubs are going to 
destroy the usefulness of about six- 
teen pitchers of recognized major 
league worth. It reeks of poor 
business judgment. An amendment 
should be made that would protect 
the clubs from so great a loss. 

I am in favor of the abolition of 
trick deliveries, and that means the 
spit ball. However, I am even more 
in favor of legislation that Will per- 
mit the present crop of spit ball 
pitchers to live out their usefulness 
as major leaguers. It isn’t fair, it 
ish't sportsmanlike, and it is far 
from good business for the major 
league club owners to stick to the 
drastic rule that was adopted in 
1919, eliminating the spit ball at the 
close of 1920 season. 

To the Cleveland ball club the 
abolition of the spit ball means a 
geat deal. If Coveleskie is permit- 
ted to eonNnue to use it, the Indians 
stand an excellent chance of repeat- 
ing in 1921. If Coveleskie is re- 
lieved of his one best bet, the Cleve- 
land club can be counted out of the 
running. Brooklyn, with Grimes 
out of it, will be equally hard hit. - 

Fair play demands that some 
legislation be made in favor of the 
present day crop of spit ball pitchers.

“Therefore, be it resolved, that 
the Georgia D. A. R. mark thrte 
historic spots on the new Dixie 
highway during 1920. 

“Further resolved, that these 
places be selected by the committee 
on historic spots appointed by the

It now remains for you Daugh- 
ters to see this work through be- 
fore April, and there is no time ta 
be lost. 

You find the spot, the state D. A. 
R, will find the money. 

A good plan has been suggested 
by the national chairman on his- 
toric spots, it is this, each chapter 
is to send to the chairman of the 
state committee a typewritten ac- 
count of the local spot which they 
deem most historic, these papers to 
be preserved for future reference. 

Any spot is historic at which was 
enacted an important event in our 
state’s history (the D. A. R. deal 
mainly with the colonial, revélu- 
tionary and Indian peri@ds), such as 
revolutionary and Indian battle- 
fields, treaty spots or frontier 
forts. The home or birth place of 
prominent men of the past is also 
an historic spot. 

But since we are to mark three 
Places along the Dixie highway, 
and since in many places it follows 
along old stage roads, some once 
only narrow Indian trails, and in 
each decade made historic by the 
passage over “ge > of noted war- 
riors, statesmen and sturdy fron- 
tiersmen, it seems _ particularly 
suitable that marker should call at- 
tention to these facts of history to 
the swift traveier of today that his 
imagination may bring back the 
romance of these past travelers to 
keep him pleasant company on his 
journey. 

The Dixie highway goes some 
miles along the Old Federal road 
in north Georgia, or crosses it in 
places. This was the first govern- 
ment-built road in the northern 
part of the state and historic for 
many reasons. The DesSota trail 
and the Jackson trail also cross 
the Dixie highway. Can these 
places be identified? 

Each chapter is asked to send 
in at once written descriptions of 
historic spots of their knowledge. 
We should have enough informa- 
tion to be able to select three suit- 
able places to be marked at the 
meeting of state executive board 
this fall. 

This is a beautiful work for the 
Georgia Daughters and we want 
your co-operation. Let us build for 
the future.

Aside from the humanitarianism of every phase of Red Cross work 
in war or peace, and aside from the local call for better health condi- 
tions, which this membership call asks for, there is the economic value 
of the present work, through the committee on nursing service. This 
committee does a certain work which the average individual cannot do, 
no matter how hunianely inclined he or she may be. 

For example, people are told that a certain man is ill, his wife 
has a young babyand conditions are such they cannot afford the care 
of a regular nurse. They are not objects of charity, for the man, when

A trained Real Cross nurse cannot only look after this case, but 
probably a group of similar cases in the same district or community 

‘ In the city. 

It is obvious that any one contributing to a $1 membership in the 
Red Cross contributes to every case where a Red Cross nurse under 

_ tte nursing service of the chapter is a visitor. 

| One individual, wntrained, could do very little good in even one case, 
much less an entire-community, hence the advantage of a system for 
which the nursing service stands, and can be extended according to 
the number of memberships to the Red Cross which come in response. 
to the roll call. ; ; 

Heretofore, under the old order of things, even after the’ Asso- 
ciated Charities were organized, certain well-meaning individuals dis- 
covering a needy case of sickness, preferred exploiting the tase, ap- 
pealing for a general charity for it, when probably in the same commu- 
nity there would be many similar cases just as needy and just as 
worthy. 

Many times the individuals helped were humiliated by: this system 
of helping, while at present with Atlanta’s well-organized health agen- 


e is given them, and that in a reasonable way. 

In a recent survey of the ao of giving by misled people in 
this country, it was discovered that millions of dollars -had been 
wasted in misdirected charity, and then only in the administering of 
temporary conditions, with the basic causes of the sickness or poverty 
never reached. 

The world is wiser now, and there are certain institutions and 

gagencies, which, if receiving intelligent co-operation, can save thou- 
sands of dollars, and reach farther than temporary relief, and get at 
the bottom of community conditions. 

In the effort to aid in Atlanta’s public health program, the Atlanta 
chapter of the Red Cross through its nursing service, is contributing 
the most valuable agencies in the visiting Red Cross nurses. To put 
the service on a good pasis the people of Atlanta, one and all, are being 
urged to join the Red’'Cross in $1-a-year membership fee.

From the grammar school, her 
own home, then the corner of Lin- 
den and Willow’ § streets—a .small 
apartment, in her own little kitchen 
she began the work of making 
bread which has extended to two 
places of business, one in the Ar- 
cade and the other at 309 Peachtree 
street, and two other agencies. Now 
She is hunting a place where she 
can establish an up-to-date plant 
with the facilities which her busi- 
ness is demanding of her. 

She cannot supply all the cus- 
tomers who have _ established the 
“limousine bread lines” outside of 
her establishments. 

Her Mothep’s Inspiration. 

“My mother Mas always been one 
of my inspirations in every thing I 
have undertaken. She has helped 
me valiantly and I could not ac- 
complish as much ag I do now with- 
out her assistance,” said Miss Til- 
den discussing her career. 

“T had learned to make bread for 
the family, and. I liked to do it, and 
it occurred to me that as a wage- 
earner I would try, to use my tal- 
ents in that direction. 

“IT realized I would have to begin 
On a small scale and I had no space 
except the little apartment kitchen 
and my own willingness to work. 

“I knew, too, that telling people I 
could make bread would not satisfy 
them, and that depending on an 
agency to do it when I was still 
unknown would get me nowhere. 

“One morning I got up about 3 
o’clock, mixed the ingredients for 
my bread and made sufficient to 
have enough to give away. 

“T had a number of addresses in 
my immediate neighborhood, and to 
them I made the gift of the loaves 
of bread. Then [I followed up the 
samples and in almost every gift I 
received the order for bread every: 
day. 

“Finally I had in a very short 
time regular orders from 200 peo- 

le. This taxed my first little 

itchen. Then I made my first 
venture to extend my headquarters 
and I made the first lease on the 
Peachtree shop and found my orders 
many times doubled. 
The Bread Line. 

“Very soon after this when the 
people of the country were discuss- 
ing the ‘bread lines’ in New York 
city my bread line became an At- 
lanta institution for outside my shop 
at 309 Peachtree street at 5 o’clock 
each afternoon there formed the 
motor bread line when my cus- 
tomers arrived to purchase their 
bread. 

“The street was narrow and the 
shop was small and the patronage

More than once I had 
to have the shop door closed because 
the crowd was such I could not wait 
upon my patrons and I feared for 
the the results among the people in 
the shop, especially the warmer 
days. : 

“They waited outside, causing a 
congestion, and this in connection 


with the long line of motor cars 
outside the door gave the police of 
that district every reason to believe 
there was some trouble. More than 
once an officer entered the shop 
and asked, ‘What is the matter?’ 
only to gee for himself—the trouble 
was my desire to answer the call 
of my ‘bread line.’ 

“During the time when the ser- 
vant poblem was at the most in- 
tense stage. when wages took do- 
mestics into other industries, when 
housekeepers were desperately in 
need of trained help and when they 
had to buy all they could of made 
food products, I was placed at a 
geat disadvantage. The street was 
torn up for repairs and my patrons 
could not get to my shop for~pur- 
chases. They could not get the 
same satisfaction by order over the 
phone and at the very time during 
the war when my patrons were 
most dependent upon me they could 
not reach me and I was unable to 
meet the demand of their patron- 
age.” 

' Same Story. 

Miss Tilden told the same story 

housekeepers individually tell about 


domestic service from the stand- 
point of efficiency when she told 
of the trouble she has getting 
efficient assistance—efficiency not 
only in the matter of assistance in 
bread making,- but in disposing of 
it satisfactory in her shops. 


“I believe that the assistance I 
have in my shop at the Arcade is 
the the best any business could re- 


quire, and I leave that part of the 
business almost entirely to them, 
with every reason to know that the 
management is satisfactory.” 


Here Miss Tilden was interrupted 
with an order for fifteen layer 


cakes to be delivered the next day. 
To the inquiry whether that 
branch of the business was meeting 
with success, Miss Tilden explained 
that every branch of the business 
was taxing.the space she was in 
and the facilities of the business. 


“For instance, the Christmas 
cakes are beginning to be ordered,” 


she said, “and I have just taken an 
order for 4 ’0-pound fruit cake. This

“Kighty-one loans have been paid 
in full, while we have eighty-seven 
outstanding loans amounting to 
$9,247.50. Of these, five are count- 
ed as total loss, Thirty-seven paid 
in part, eleven began earning sal- 
aries this fall, thirty-four are now 
in training. 


“Some of these loans are of long 
Standing, but being paid slowly, 
others are paying’ promptly, some 
may fail to pay in full. The total 
loss is estimated as not large and 
mostly traceable to early loans. Ex- 
perience in placing loans may have 
something to do with this. Circum- 
stances, salaries, sickness and press- 
ing obligations so greatly compli- 
cate the matter of collections that 
it is simply a question of patient 
and tactful effort on the part of 
the committee. 

“Fourteen girls have closed ac- 
counts this year. 

“We have received more applica- 
tions this year than any previous 
year, calling for larger loans, be- 
cause of general increase in board, 
tuition, books and other expenses. 
Where we formerly placed $100 at 
least $150 is now necessary. This 
is due to present conditions and 
high cost of living. Since last No- 
vember we report forty-five appli- 
cations; thirty-four were granted, 
four were withdrawn for various 
reasons, seven note granted. A num- 
ber came from other states.

“During the year it has been a 
privilege and pleasure to have had 
personal interviews with quite a 
number of ‘our girls.’ Their appre- 
ciation and gratitude are unmistak- 
able and in more than one instance 
have we been convinced that not 
only was it a case of helping the 
individual, but of much _ that she, 
in time, would and could do for 
others. There is no surer way to 
advance our educational standards, 
especially in the rural schools, than 
the placing of better prepared 
er along with Ilyable sal- 
aries. 


“Quite a number who gave up 
teaching for business positions have 
returned to the school room. 

“Many are pushing up taking ad- 


‘vanced or summer course, and some, 


I regret to scy, have left the state 
because of higher work and better 
pay. One is in [llinois, one in 
Michigan, one in Oklahoma, an- 
other in Ohio. Several have mar- 
ried, and here some of our troubles 
begin, as in such cases collections 
are difficult. Let me assure yodu 
that we have faithfully endeavored 
to keep closely in touch with each 
and every girl entering as far as 
possible into her life and her prob- 
lems as well as her successes. 
“We have noted progress in ap- 
plications, students, income and 
higher standards, but it is with 
gratification that we can testify 
as to increasing confidence in the 
wisdom and plans of the founda- 


tion, 
Progress Noted, 

“To all who have helped to en- 
list this growing interest by gifts 
or by word of mouth we are deep- 
ly grateful. Nor has this been con- 
fined to the women of the federa- 
tion, for the sympathy and co-op- 
eration of presidents, principals and 
teachers of schools where ‘our 
girls’ have been, or being trained, 
has been encouraging and invalu- 
able. One man writes: ‘God bless 
the work and the workers.’ 

“The pupils at the Fifth District 
A. & M. school have organized a 
Student Aid society oftheir own. 
The boys and girls, many of them, 
giving 15 or 20 cents a week jn or- 
der to build up a fund with which 
to aid fellow students. They know 
what this kind of help means. Why 
not suggest it to the presidents of 
other district schools? 


The Funds. 


“While our fund has _ steadily 
grown and we have, as we hoped, 
passed the $20,000 mark, we are 
sure as the years go by, that it 
will prove to be inadequate. Fifty 
thousand dollars should be our goal. 
With the women of Georgia lies the 
responsibility of raising our fund 
for helping girls and women of the 
state the size hich it deserves. 

“In all justice, should it not stand 
side by side in bigness abd useful- 
ness with the famous Brown fund 
which has done so much for boys 
and men of the state. We hold the 
key to the betterment of many a 


town and many a school and it is 


our part to see that it does its ut- 
most, 

“In August over 200 circular let- 
ters were sent to club women, and 
the response up to date has been 
satisfactory. uite a number of 
gifts have been recently~Treceived, 
but as we close our books for this 
year on October 1, the names of 
some of these clubs must appear 
on next year’s list. 

“Write to us freely for informa- 
tion, for perhaps it is our fault that 
sOme are not better posted. One 
president wrote asking facts about 
the foundation. She dld not*know 
that we had loaned money to four 
girls from her town. Surely they 
owe us something. 


Memorial Gifts. 


“You will notice that we have no 
new memorial gifts this year. What 
more beautiful way than this to 
perpetuate the memory of a beloved 
relative or friend? Bear this in 
mind by way of suggestion. 

“The Student Aid Foundation 
stands on its own merits. You have 
indicated it by generous support in 
the past. We can, I am sure, count 
on as large, if not larger, gifts in 
the future, as well as your co-opera- 
tion in every sense, particularly in 
bringing to us girls whom you know 
o be deserving and responsible. 

“In the name of every girl whom 
you nave helped over hard places 
and brought to larger thinking and 
living, we thank you. As chairman 
of the Student Aid committee, I am 
personally tndebted in many ways 
to many of you and desire hereby 
to express my appreciation and 
gratitude.”

Interesting Talk 
On Art Delivered 
By Miss Buchholz 


A bright feature of the conclud- 
ing session of the*state convention 
of the Georgia Federation was the 
talk on art made by Miss Marie 
Buchholz, the chairman, illustrated 
by stereopticon views. Miss Buch- 
holz’s report to the state conven- 
tion delivered at another session 
was as follows: 


Increased Appreciation. 

“The art department of the Geor- 
gia~Federation of Women’s Clubs 
stands for increased art apprecia- 
tion. Your chairman of art greets 
you cordially and asks that the dis- 
trict chairman of art may have 
your co-operation and through you 
with your clubs and your districts. 

“Those who know conditions 
here and elsewhere tell us that of 
the greatest needs, the one which 
will help in the solution of all the 
others—is more appreciation of art 
as a business necessity—not a mere 
cultural plaything. 

“Art in industry is useless unless 
there is a buying public which 
knows and demands beautiful prod- 
ucts, honestly made. ,.Our indus- 
tries will stand or fall in competi- 
tion with other nations by their art 
qualities chiefly. Some manufac- 
turers realize this and know that 
our industrial expansion depends 
in a large measure on the kind of 
designers we raise. Art training in 
the elementary schools is still the 
exception, not the rule In too many 
cities in our state. The need for 
more schools to give industrial art 
training is grave. 

“In order that civic art be really 
art, we ask any contemplated war 
memorials be left in the hands of 
those who have art interest and 
knowledge that they may be wor- 
thy the. cause they commemorate. 
All of our artists in their various 
spheres. need more understanding 
and encouragement from the public. 

“It is in our homes that a great 
influence is wielded for or against 
art, for there are laid the founda- 
tions of a worthy future for Ameri- 
ca in the arts. 

Uplift of Art. 

“We urge consideration of this 
subject in whatever phase seems 
best to serve thelocal situation, and 
we urge it for patriotic as well as 
cultural and practical reasons. Not 
losing sight for an instant of the 
wonder and uplift of the fine arts, 
nor of art's power to enrich every 
day living, we must face the fact 
that there must be many of us who 
hold that beauty is the equal of 
truth and righteousness if we 
want a better citizenship and a bet- 
ter country. 

“Public opinion still rates art a 
non-essential, It is for us to prove 
it otherwise, an essential to suc- 
cessful and happy living for the in- 
dividual and for the nation. It is 
our duty to use every possible 
means to create a truer public opin- 
ion by encouraging study classes 


in our clubs and by joining In con-'‘ 


certed practical work. 

‘The study class is the best 
meang a club has to increase the 
number of art appreciators in a 
community, for it is a nucleus which 
attracts and grows in interest and 
power. Lectures and exhibits are 
needed inspiration, especially if 
they bring contact with actual art 
products, but individual effort 
brings real fruition. 

“We-urge your strongest, united 
effort in the followiy: matters: 

“1, National gallery in Washing- 
ton, D. C. The director has been 
named. The need is a building to 
house increasing collection. We 
are the only civilized nation of our 
size without such. Let us write 
our serfators and representatives 
now urging appropriation for this. 

“2. Federal bureau of art. Reso- 
lution to this effect was adopted 
at the Des Moines- biennial. e 
waht this started right, with real 
artists in charge. Until it is done 
the bureau of education should be 
urged to issue pamphiets on art as 
on every other subject. Let us urge 
you to write the commissioner of 
education asking for such /that he 
may know there is a demand. Ad- 
dress the request: Bureau of Edu- 
cation, Washington, 

‘8. Billboard nuisance. An _  in- 
creasing menace is this, manifestly 
unfair to the users of the roads, 
who are taxed (as the billboards are 
not) for maintenance and robbed 
of their rights to see outdoor beau- 
ties unspoiled. Two means of_abat- 
ing are suggested: 1. Prohibitive 
taxation; 2. Protest on large scale 
by users of the advertised products. 

“4. Art commissions. as your 
city one, you state? We must work 
for the appointment of art-trained 
persons on the war memorial com- 
mittees.

Mrs. Heard’s Efforts. 


“Mrs. Heard’s efforts, which in- 
cluded the solicitation of assistance 
of others able to provide books and 
periodicals, succeeded ‘so well that 
in 1898 her work came to the at- 
tention of the Seaboard Air Line 
officials and through the influence 
of Mr. E. St. John, then vice presi- 
dent of the line, the ‘Library of the 
sokgh was taken under the forster- 
ing tare of the railway and its name 
changed to that of Seaboard Air 
Line Free Traveling Libraries.’ 
Mr. Carnegie’s Help. 

‘From this time the work grew 
rapidly, at first in Georgia, then 
through the Carolinas, Alabama, 
Virginia nad finally Florida. Collec- 
tions of fifty or more volumes were 
placed in the hands of reliable per- 
ins, who, acting as librarians, 
aned the books to the book hun- 
gry of the neighborhood and within 
a few years over 150 stations were 
being served and the system had re- 
reived the endorsement of many 
prominent persons of all the states 
mentioned 


“In 1900 Mr. Carnegie wrote a let- 
ter of praise and enclosed a second 
generous check. A little later 
President McKinley also wrote a 
letter of commendation and many 
.prominent publishers’ interested 
themselves in the addition of ‘Wil- 
liam McKinley Libraries’ to those 
of the Seaboard. 

“Additional assistance in the 
shape of unsolicitéd checks and 
cases of books became of frequent 
occurrence, and among others Mrs. 
William Thaw contributed not only 
money, but cases of books which 
she herself had selected and which 
were known as the Lyndhurst li- 
braries. Many  peoridicals were 
also contributed by various pub- 
lishers., 

“The Seaboard officials, Mr. John 
T. Patrick, Mr. W. A. Garrett, Mr. 
James M. Barr, Mr. Charles Hix, 
Mr. Charles R. Capps, Mr. W. T. 
Harahan and at the present Mr. M. 
J. Caples, have oneand all shown in 
many ways their appreciation and 
interest. 

“Since the death of Mrs. Heard 
the work is being continued by her 
daughter, Mrs. James Y. Swift, with 
headquarters at the old home, ‘Rose 
iill,, Middleton, Ga. in a spectal 
wing for thea, purpose by the 
founder and her husband, Mr. and 
Mrs. Eugene B. Heard. 

“There the books are sorted and 
packed, either in mail sacks or 
cases, according to the number of 
volumes sent and they are then 
taken to the station at Middleton 
by truck or automobile and con- 
signed to the Seaboard Air Line for 
transportation. 


Generous Donation. 
“A most generous donation of 


the American Library association 
has made it possible to open a 
branch of about 5,000 volumes at 
Hamlet, N. C., where the books are 
accessible to all the inhabitants of 
the town. This work has the en- 
dorsement of Miss Mary B. Palmer, 
secretary of the North Carolina li- 
brary commission, and it is hoped 
that from time to time similar 
branches may be established at 
other points along the yy ty 

.“The system has owed much to 
the generous support of Mrs. John 
King Ottley, of Atlanta, chairman 
of the Georgia library commission, 
and Miss Charlotte Templeton, its

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Arnold to Address Women 


The School of Citizenship, which 
the League of Women Voters will 
conduct, will open Tuesday after- 
noon, November 16, at 3:30 o’clock 
in the town room at the chamber 
of commerce. Mr. Reuben Arnold 
will give he first lecture in the 
course on citizenship, his subject 
being “The Two Politica] Parties.” 

Mr. Arnold will be followed Fri- 
‘day afternoon, November 19, by 
Hooper Alexander, who will take 
for his subject, “The Constitution 
of the State of Georgia,” including 
a-general talk on how the consti- 
tution was drafted, how amended, 
the legislature, the house and the 
Senate, how determined, committees 
and their duties, how legislation is 
initiated, process of enactment of 
bills, salaries, length of session, 
governor’s powers and duties. 

The school will continue. twice a 
week, Tuesday and Friday after- 
noons, until December 6. Other 
speakers will be Messrs. John T. 
Boifeuillet. William Schley Howard; 
the city attorney, James L. Mayson 
and gy as C. Alston. 

The last lecture will be given 
by Mr. Hooper Alexander on elec- 


tions, with a general talk on the 
various systems in use, and a spe- 
cial explanation of the Neil county 
unit plan. Blackboard illustrations 
will be given with this lecture. The 
dates of the other speakers will 
be announced later. 

The opening of -the Citizenship 
school marks an historic moment 
of the state, as for the first time 
a group of people are making a 
very definite effort’ towards en- 
lightenment as to their duties as 
citizens. The school is open to 
any woman who is interested upon 
payment of 25 cents for each lec- 
ture and is free to all members of 
the league who are asked to pre- 
sent their membership cards at the 
door. Memberships will be taken 
at every session and any woman so 
paying shall be entitled to free ad- 
mission.

At School of Citizenship 


Mra. H. E. Parker, who is visiting 
Atlanta from Richmond, Va. Miss 
Vause spoke upon the need of the 
unfortunate women of the city, the 
need of the proper enforcement of 
the laws we have and of the neces- 
sity for further laws for the pro- 
tection of women. She emphasfzed 
that the penalty for deserting a 
family by the husband was not 
great enough. She said it should be 
a crime rather than only a mis- 
demeanor, and that the husband 
should be brought back and made 
to. support his family as: often such 
desertation drove the wife to the 
streets. She said that the bastardy 
law was not sufficient and that fa- 
thers should support their children. 
She said that the age of consent in 
Georgia was only 14 years and‘such 
a law was a disgrace to the state. 

She spoke about the danger to 
the community from feeble-minded 
girls and said that the city court 
should have the power to commit 
such girls to the feeble-minded de- 
partment at Milledgeville.

Following is the annual report’ of 
the Georgia division, U. D. C., pre- 
sented to the general convention, 
Asheville, N. C., by Mrs. Frank Har- 
rold, state president: 

In presenting the annua) report 
concerning the activicies, tLe prog- 
ress and the welfare of ihe Ceorgia 
division of the U. D. C., I find that 
this is one of the duties uf the state 
presidency which, by its character, 
becomes a pride uni an honyt filed 
with pardonable pleasure. 

That this happy condition has 


the wonderful serv’'ce ani loyaity 
of the splendid women wi> have 
composed my _statf c.f officers; 
through the various state chairmen 
and through the chapter presicents, 
‘anyone who is at all.iamiliar with 
the work of the organization in 
Georgia for the past year, recog- 
nizes. With such excellent co- 
workers, failure in any of our un- 


dertakings was rendered impossible 
and it is with the utmost spirit of 
thanks to them .that I present this 
record of increasin brillianey of 
accomplished ‘deeds by the Georgia 
Daughters. 

Less than one month ago we held 
our.state convention in Macon, the 
home of the Sidney Lanier chapter, 
which set a new record in hospital- 
ity by the manner in which they 
entertained us. This . convention 
was the largest in the history of 
the Georgia rig with a total 
voting @trengeth of F835. In the more 
intangible features, however—in.- the 
spirit and in, the accomplishment 
which characterized its. sessions— 
was the most remarkable keynote 
sounded. 

On this occasion. we were happy 
in the presence-0f two general of- 
ficers of our organization. Our 
president general, Mrs. Roy Weeks 
McKinney, was a very welcome 
presencé and she—Derhaps uncon- 
scfously, by the very grace of her 
personality—captivated not only the 
convention proper, but.all of Ma- 
con, 3 

Our first vice president general, 
Miss Alice Baxter, of Atlanta—now 
and always our own “Miss Alice” 
—likewise added immeasurably to 
‘the success of the gathering. . 

The address of Mrs. McKinney; on 
“The U..D.. C. as an Educational 
Factor,” proved one of the most in- 
teresting and instructive features 


Nof the convention. 


Perhaps the most striking single 
incident of the Macon gathering 
was the passage of a resolution 
providing. recognition of the pa- 
triotic services. of Admiral W. S. 
Benson, a native Georgian and one 
of the most distinguished of our 
country’s naval commanders. Dur- 
ing the recent war with Germany, 
Admiral Benson commanded the 
American fle& in European waters. 
The Macon convention pledged it- 
self to present to Admiral Benson 
a jeweled sword as a visible token 
of the appreciation and ho 
is felt for him in all Georgia hearts. 
It was felt that in thus honoring 
Admiral Benson, we were but rec- 
ognizing his Neroic work which has 
alread} supremely honored every 
member of our organization, togeth- 
er with all loyal Georgians. 

Growth in Membership. 

The work which has been accom- 
plished in Georgia during the year 
just closed has developed along va- 
rious lines of endeavor. It may be 
of primary interest to you to hear 
of the growth in membership which | 
has been recorded by our state dur- 
ing the year. 

Our state registrar, Mrs. J. T. 
Dixon, in her report, gives a total 
registration of 13,660 members in 
Georgia, of whom 903 are new mem- 
bers for 1920. These figures break 
all past records on membership. 
The names of all members in Geor- 
Bia are to be published in a WV. D. 
C. directory, to be issued shortly. 

There is one chapter in Georgia 
which has achieved a-record in this 
branch of the work during the past 
year which will be exceedingly hard 
to surpass. The O. C. Horne shap- 
ter, of Hawkjinsville, Ga., of which 
Miss Lillie Martin is president, has 
added 148 new members to ‘ts ros- 
ter in 1920, placing its total mem- 
bership at 435. When it is realized 
that the total population of Hawk- 
insville is only 4,500, the reaily re- 
markabie record of this chapter 
will be realized. 

As a result of this splendid work, 
the Hawkinsville chapter won the 
Raines banner, which is awarded 
to the chapter sending in the great- 
est number of new members for 
the year, for the third time. In 
addition, they also. wog the trophy 
offered by Miss Alice Baxter, of 
Atlanta, for the chapter sending in 
the greatest number of new men- 
bers between the ages of 18 and 25. 

In our work of caring for the 
aged men and women of the con- 
federacy, we have achieved a nu:n- 
ber of important successes. 

Largely as a@ result of the activi- 
ties of our organization the Georgia 
State legislature has appropriated 
the sum of $5,000 annually,in order 
to provide the necessary small 
pocket money for the inmates of 
the Soldiers’ home in Atlanta.

Our committee on “work for vet- 
erans and women of the cenfed- 
eracy,” under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Max Wolff, of Savannah, has 
done exceptionally good work.

“We are raising by contribution, 
a “$5,000 world war educationa] 
fund,” which is to be our first trib- 
ute of love and appreciation to the

the education of two Georgia girls 
at the state industrial colleges; our 
“Francis Bartow Memoria) school,” 
where 100 mountaineer children are 
educated annually, we have raised 
$646 for the furnishing of yooms in 
the woman’s dormitory at the state 
university at Athens, and “then 
there are our contributions to t 
$50,000 educational fund of the gen- 
eral organization, known as the 
“hero fund.” 

Georgia’s contributions to the 
ects have been $6,500 for the year. 
In addition to this our free scholar- 
ships amount to $25,000, making a 
grand tot@! of $32.000 co 
for educational urposes’ by the 
Georgia division. rs.

Irish Comedy Witty. 

After an evening of tensity and 

thrills at the Garrick it was a 


sheer delight to be treated, at the 
Ambassadors, to the most delicious 
comedy seen here in recent years. 
This is “The Wnhite-Headed Boy,” 
an engaging picture of life in Ire- 
land by Lennox Robinson, who, in 
“The Lost Leader,” gave us an 
equality fine bit of tragedy. Played 
by the gifted company from the 
Abbey theater, Dublin, it is the 
drollest, cleverest and shrewdest 
piece to be found in London at the 
present moment. The American 
rights, one hears, are already the 
subject of keen competition. 


This is one of thog#e pieces in 
which the story matters least—the 
charm of the thing is in the dia- 
logue, which is witty throughout, 
and in the characterization, which 
is brilliant. The story, such as it 
is, tells how a family of five rebel 
against their mother’s favorite 
(that is what a “white-headed boy’’ 
is) who has been sent to London to 
be educated as a physician and has 
failed three times to qualify. 


Denis, the boy, never wanted to 
be singled out for special favors. 
He only desires to live life in his 
own way. When his eldest brother 
threatens to pack him  0off to 
Canada he breaks his engagement 
to the daughter of John Duffy, 
chairman of the rural district coun- 
‘cil of Ballycolman. Duffy threat- 
emis to bring an action for breach 
of promise, and then it is that the 
spinster aunt of the family, Ellen 
Geoghegan, steps in. Failing to 
buy off Duffy at a reasonable 
figure, she reminds him of the days 
when they were sweethearts. Duffy 
is inflammable, but he is aiso a 
business man. He extracts her 
promise to, marry him and.a good 
big check. This scene is one ofthe 
most delectable in modern comedy. 
and the players (Marie O'Neill and 
Arthur Sinclair) make an acting 
triumph of jt.

Finally Denis takes a job as a 
street-mender, This is too much 
for the family and for Duffy. who 
disgorges the money he has re- 
ceived from the mother, the eldest 
brother and Aunt Ellen. The young 
man, however, is not to turned 
from working in his own way.

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Ficgrence Macbeth’s appearance, 
her voice, her costume and the 
songs she sang all suited the ball- 
room getting she had Monday, when 
the charming young coloratura s0- 
prano of the Chicago Opera com- 
pany opened the Chamber Music 
concerts of the Music Study club. 

She was lovely to look upon, in 
her old-fashioned todurqaoise taf- 
fetas, with its full sku: of many 
pointed ruffles, and net fichu around 


her pretty shoulders, while her blue 


satin hat, also in 1830 -tv.e, was 
trimmed with ostrich tips, and had 
streamers of black. velvet -ribbon. 

Her voice is of most delightful 
quality, full and sweet and ringing. 
It has the freshness of youth, and 
yet she handles it wit hthe skillful- 


ness which reveais tnat her youth 
was not being wasted. For work 
was written between the lines, even 
though a pleasing effect of spon- 
taneity made her results seem al- 
most unstudied. 

Old Italian songs she sang, as

Only two criticisms were suggest- 
ed in her recital. One was this very 
sameness in the selection of so 
many songs from periods with 
which the present generation is in 
touch only academically, and not 
sympathetically, such a program 
being limited in appreciation as a 
rule only to an audignce of stu- 
dents. eautiful the songs were 
individually their’ repose in one in- 
stance; their old world quaintness 
in another, memorable of powdered 
hair and minuets; or their tuneful 
sentimentality in another; but the 
average audience likes variety, and 
a language they know—a language 
being used here in the sense of 
music as:‘a universal language. 

The other criticism is of the un- 
necessary speed, even for the sake 
of virtuosity, at which she took 
some of her songs, like .the spring 
song of Del ‘Acqua. Miss Macbeth 
Presented delightfully its airy 
charm, its grace of phrasing, and 
her thrills were exuberant and 
lovely. But she sang it so fast 
that her enunciation was indistinct 
and the musical quality of her tone 
was sometimes sacrificed. 

These facts were outweighed, 
however, b the positives virtues 
of her work—the lovely exuberance 
of her Russian songs, for instance, 
the gay “Kalinka” and the. echo 
song; the mystic beauty of the song 
of the white heron by. Fiske; the 
archness of the old rench piece 
“Il Regardait mon Bouquet,” and 
the spiritual character she so suc- 
cessfully interpreted of McDowell's 
“Slumber Song.” * 

Mr. George Roberts at the piano 
provided perfect accompaniments, 

After the concert, tea was served 
in the salon adjoining the ballroom, 
and a large part of the audience re- 
mained for a chatty hour over the 
teacups.

The Metropolitan Opera company 
will open its season on Monday eye- 
ning, November 15, with Meyer- 
beers “La Juive,” the cast to be 
the same as that of last season— 
notably Ponselle in the title part, 
Caruso as Eleazar, Evelyn Scotney 
as the princess. 

The success of an opera like “La 
Juive’—success in the sense that 
it becomes popular, even beside the 
fact that it holds a great Caruso 
part—is in some ways rather re- 
markable.

Productions With 
Religious Themes 
BecomingPopular 


That the strong prejudice har- 
bored by motion picture preducers 
against’ pictures dealing with re- 
ligious themes is rapidly disappear- 
ing is the belief of Benjamin A. 
Prager, president of the Mayflower 
Photoplay corporation. The public’s 
warm reception to “The Miracle 
Man,” “Earthbound,” “The Right of 
Way” and g9ther photoplays mo- 
tivated by a religious thought has 
forced film moguls into a less dog- 
matic and a broader attitude to- 
ward the theological theme with 
the result that pictures of this type 
will virtually dominate the market 
during the coming year, says the 
Mayflower official. 

To substantiate. this belief, Mr. 
Prager points to the recent produc- 
tion of Hall Cain’s “The Christian,”

Arthur Crew Inman’s‘Red Autumn’

Under the title of “Red ‘Autumn,” 
E. P. Dutton & Co. of New York, 
will publish during the Thanksgiv- 
ing season a volume of poems by 
Arthur Crew Inman, son of Henry 
A. Inman, of Atlanta, and. grandson 
of the late S M. Inman,‘ahd the 
late B. B. Crew, Atlanta pioneers. 

While the fact of the youthful 
author’s distinguished ancestry, 
which was one of noble achievement, 
will lend interest to the announce- 
ment here at home, advance sheets 
of the volume prove that the poems 
speak splendidly for themselves. 

The city builders—the helpers of 
humanity in a thousand ways, are, 
first of all, dream-builders; they 
are, in that sense, poets of present 
and future, who see the statue in 
the stone, just as the dreaming 
poet does who makes his dream a 
song. All dream their way to great 
things, and all serve highly in their 
own way.

When Dr. Johnson F ied. 


The passing of vitriolic speech 
been greeted in some sections 
as an indication of general deca- 
dence, a sign of an apathetic age. 
Something of the rich color of old 
England is seen fading as the peo- 
ple ot Billingsgate drop jnto the 
vernactlar of the rest of London. 

Schoolboys who have been in- 
structed in the story of how Dr. 
Samuel Johnson was compelled to 
retreat in confusion before a Bil- 
lingsgate fishwife after the heavy 
artillery of his classic vocabulary 
had failed before a bombardment 
of her pure.“Billingsgate,” will now 
seek in vain for the powerful ad- 
ditions to their yocabulary that the 
fish market used to supply. 

In the old days fish vessels came 
right up to the market and unload- 
ed on the quays. Most of the trade 
was done by women who excelled 
in commerce and in words. Any 
mere male who tried conclusions 
with a fishwife, even though he 
might hold the men’s championship 
for sulphurous speech, was in for 
sure and swift defeat. 


Women’s Influence. 


Their reign goes back to the time 
of the earliest Georges and it -last- 
ed well into the last century. Now 
it is over. The fish business is in 
the hands of men. 

Is this the cause of the drastic 
reform in language? It were per- 
haps safer to let the facts speak 
for themselves, as the fishwives 
were wont to do. ~ 

It is impossible to give any sam- 
ples of this classic speech so un- 
happily dead because no editor 
would print it, but it may be per- 
missible to tread where Bernard 
Shaw has stopped. In his much 
discussed . play, “Pygmalion,” he 
caused a big sensation in London 
by making his cockney heroine talk 
a little Billingsgate. She had been 
carefully and painfully precise, fol- 
lowing the teaching of the English 
professor, until soméone told her 
that her carriage was at the door 
and tactlessly suggested that she 
should walk. Thrown off her care- 
ful balance by this absurd sugges- 
tion, she exclaimed, “Walk? Walk? 
When I have a carriage to ride in? 
Not bloody likely.” 

When Mrs. Patrick Campbell first 
said this on the English stage there 
was a storm of protest, as “bloody” 
is a dreadful word in England. The 
incident produced an 
discussion on the reasons for the 
pecullar wickedness of -this tbypi- 
cal and often used English swear 
word. Some averred that it was 
derived from an, old Roman Cath- 
olic expression cOmmon in the mid- 
dle ages, “by our lady.” Another 
suggestion was that the rword was 
merely an early form of emphasis 
corresponding to the word “very.” 
There is, of course, a third and ob- 
vious explanation. That is that the 
word -means exactly what it says, 
At present it remains an unsolved 
problem. 


Billingsgate in France. 


There are many girls in France 
today who look upon the word as a 
proper bit of English and the tra- 
dition of Billingsgate, at any fate 
in its outward form, is thus being 
carried on abroad. This is due to 
the. painstaking efforts of some of 
the British troops who went to no 
little trouble to teach the French 
girls and boys the true pronuncia- 
tion of the Billingsgate. It gave 
me a shock, I remember, when I 
was in France last year, to hear a 
pretty séller of candies gravely 
press upon me some “bloody fine 
chocolate.” 

Not only has France got a taste 
of London's most classic tongue, 
but it has spread to far away 
China. There were thousands of 
coolies in France during the war 
and-they picked up some_.of the 
purest Billingsgate ever pressed 
from the pure vintage of the cock- 
ney “Tommy.”  Billingsgate, with 
a Chinese accent, is_ irresistibly 
funny. 

It is no doubt unfortunate from 
the purist’s point of view that the 
most famous anathema of London 
town should be given a celestial 
twist, but .there is consolation in 
the knowledge that at any rate the 
wonderful traditions of the fish- 
wives will not altogether die even 
though the greatest professors of 
the art have retired and the seat 
of their learning has forgotten the 
glories of the past. 

Ancient institutions must. go. 
Billingsgate must follow the unil- 
versal law. But the memory re- 
mains. It is enshrined in the lan- 
guage. “Billingsgate” is immor- 
tal. Immortality has’ often been 
won for less than the achievement 
of the fishwives. Sir Walter Scott 
tried to make the fishwives of 
Scotland immortal for the vigor 
and the rigor of their speech, but 
they could not stand against theif 
southern sisters. In their art they 
were supreme.

Department of Agricul- 
ture Head Talks of In- 


Imposed Upon Public. 


BY DR. J. K. HAYWOOD, 
Chairman Insecticide and Fungicide 
Board, U. S. Department of 
Asriculture. 

Washington, Novembér 13.—In- 
the enforcement of the insecticide 
act the officials of the United 
States department of agriculture 
have. had some wonderful and 
weird “remedies” brought to their 
attention. 

A preparation sold as a remedy 
for all kinds of diseases of trees 
was found to consist of approxi- 
mately 80 per cent table salt and’ 
the remainder cansisted of equally 
“powerful” ingredients. This great 
“remedy” was seld by an “itiner- 
ant tree specialist” who “guaran- 
teed to exterminate” tree diseases 
and naively informed his.credulous 
victims that -tree diseases were 
caused by uneven temperature and 
overproduction of wood which 
causes the sap to become concealed 
in the “arteries” of the trees. 

He compared the treatment of 
tree diseases to the treatment of 
human diseases and consigned to 
the scrap-heap all the conclusions 
and results of scientific investiga- 
tors, insisting that he was the dis- 
cOverer of the only true method of 
treatment. And “this wonderful 
remedy” may he bought, ladies and 
gentlemen, for the modest and in- 
significant sum of only $3 per can, 
cash money.” 

Another “remarkable” preparation 
was offered to the poultryman for’ 
the guaranteed extermination of 
vermin in his flocks by the simple 
expedient of adding a few drops 
to the drinking water, which be- 
came effective through the pores 
of the chicken and thus killed the 
lice on i back. This“was an in- 
teresting theory to the scientists 
of the department, since chickens 


‘in the life of its discoverer, who, 
without hesitation, denounced tiie 
department and impatiently point- 
ed ont the feather holes to prove 


}his assertion that chickens did in 


fact have pores. : 
Faverite Scheme. 

The treatment of diseased trees 
by the injection or. Inoculation 
method also seems to be a favorite 
of some “tree specialists.” Cyanide 
capsules were used by one of these 
gentlemen in his “treatmenf” and 


many promising orchards were ir- 
reparably injured until the depart- 
ment got on his trail. 

A combination of salt bricks with 
a little sulphur has been sold for 
destroying’ lick and ticks on cat- 
tle. “Simply put the -brick inthe 
pasture and let the cattle lick it 
and—presto! away go the lice and 
ticks,” so said the manufacturer, 
but the insecticide board of the de- 
partment failed to agree with hi 
and he is now “specializing” in 
some other treatment which is cer- 
tain to remove shekels from the 
purses of his victims. 

Apparently it is only necessary 
to devise some treatment which is 
simple and easy to administe?t and 
the silver-tongued fakers are able 
‘to “pug it ‘across.” The departmefit 
advises all purchasers to write for 
information regarding the demon- 
strated and established treatments 
which may require more time and 
labor, but which are known to be 
safe and the best available treat- 
ments. Carefully read the labels 
and see if the seller has dared to 
Put in print the verbal promises 
he makes. If so, the department 
witl get him if he doesn’t watch out 
and if so he has made false and 
exorbitant claims. 

The disinfectant which makes a 
strong odor, but which does not 
kill any germs; the insecticide or 
fungicide which is not effective 
against insects or diseases, or which 
positively injures the plants or 
crops. All of these things are re- 
ceiving the attention of your Uncle 
Samuel who is endeavoring to pre- 
vent the billion and a half dollars 
of annual losses to crops and ani- 
mals through the ravages of in- 
sects and disease.

THE WORK OF A WEEK.

The gravest feature of the situa- 
tion is that of the stagnant mar- 
ket produced very largely by the 
inability of Europe to buy our cot- 
ton under reasonable credit condi- 
tions. 

Europe will easily take 3,000,000 
bales just as soon as financial ar- 
rangements are made so as to give 
it reasonable time in which to pay 
for them. ‘ide 

‘The bankers: of the south have 

made wonderful progress in the 
movement to organize an export 
trade association whose function 
will be to start the flow of cotton 
abroad by extending the credit 
facilities that are absolutely neces- 
sary if we are to sell our cotton 
abroad. 
At a meeting of the bankers of 
Atlanta held a few days ago, Rob- 
ert F. Maddox told the story of 
the New Orleans meeting and of 
the enthusiasm ‘with which the 
movement to finance such credits 
was launched. 


» Senator Hoke Smith explained 
the Edge act, passed at the last 
session of congress, which au- 
thorized national banks to take 
stock in a corporation whose ob- 
ject is to finance our foreign trade 
by doing the same thing that other 
countries have been doing all 
along, and yet which up to now 
the national banks of this coun- 
try have not been permitted to do. 

Banks in other sections of the 
country, taking prompt advantage 
of this act, are organizing associa-

'. tlons to do the very thing for the 
\ industries of their respective sec- 


tions, that this association is in- 
tended to do for the south. 

The action of the Atlanta banks 
in subscribing so liberally to the 
stock of this association means 
that Georgia’s pro rata participa- 
tion of \$1,500,000 is already prac- 
tically guaranteed. —

gradually put on the market, as 
needed, for the next year’s con- 
sumption. 

The old plan of dumping the 
whole cotton crop on the market 
at once has been ruinous, not only 
to the farmers but to every other 
interest dependent upon cotton as 
the basis of the general prosperity 
of this section. 

The farmer has been compelled 
to sell when cotton was low, sim- 
ply because under conditions which 
have always controlled the market- 


alternative than to sell when his 
cotton was ready for market. 

Under the new system that is 
now being rapidly established 
throughout the cotton belt, the 
farmer can warehouse his cotton, 
and from his warehouse receipts 


without being dependent upon any- 
one and without mortgaging his 
soul to obtain his actual necessi- 
ties. 

Hereafter the cotton farmer is to 
feed his cotton from the great 
warehouse reservoirs just as the 
water that is impounded in the 
great irrigation and power reser- 
voirs is supplied as it is needed. 

Heretofore millions of horse- 
power has run to waste each year, 
frequently flooding the country and 
doing untold damage. 

Then the dry season came and 
there was not enough water to sup- 
ply the power:to meet the de- 


.mands of agriculture or of industry. 


Now these waters are being 
stored in great reservoirs, im- 
pounding the winter rains in such | 
quantities that abundant water. is 
furnished to meet the requirements 
of the dry months. 


And so it is with cotton. | 

Heretofore it has all come in 
with a rush, practically at one 
time, forcing the sacrifice of mil- 
lions of dollars in value by those 
who produced it, simply because 
of the congested conditions under 
which they were forced to mar- 
ket it. 


Under the new condition the 
warehouse sluices are to be opened 
from month to month, and the 
great reservoir is to supply agri- 
cultural and industrial demands in 
just such quantities, and at such 
times as needed. 


There is no place in such a con- 
dition for the speculator. 

The farmer will be able to get 
a fair price for his cotton the year 
round, and everybody will be the 
better for it. 

So, with the bankers working 6n 
credits and with the farmers and 
the community merchants working 
on the construction of a great 
warehouse system affecting every 
cotton center in the south, our cot- 
ton problem is in a fair way to 
easy solution. _ ee 
Let the good work go on! 


FOR BETTER SCHOOLS. 

As a result of the recent adop- 
tion of a _ constitutional amend- 
ment, giving authority accordingly, 
all Georgia counties are now under 
legal necessity of annually levying 
a special tax-of from one to five 
mills on the dollar of assessable 
property valuation, the money to 
be used specifically for school pur- 
poses, 

The amendment also empowers 
any city, town or schoo! district in 
any county to levy additional taxa- 
tion, if deemed advisable and de- 
sirable, at-the option of the voters 
of such political division of the 
county. 

Thus the schools of Georgia now 
have three distinct.sources of rey- 
enue, two—state and county taxa- 
tion—being certain and dependa- 
ble; the other—local city, town or 
school district special taxation— 
being optional with the voters of 
the community affected. 

This measure was characterized 
by- State Superintendent Brittain 
as “the most important educational 
law that has been before the peo- 
ple of Georgia since the constitu- 
tional convention in 1877.” 

It is a law that breathes new life 
into the schools of this state; it 
means additional, year-round sub- 
stance for them, and its ratifica- 
tion by the people of Georgia by 
such a substantial majority is a 
demonstration of progress and pub- 
lic spirit on the part of the Georgia 
masses that is truly encouraging. 

With this law in operation, the 
starvation of the public schools 
of Georgia—especially the rural 
schools, which are most in need of 
assistance and principally in whose 
behalf the law was promulgated— 
should soon be a dreary memory 
of the past, and Georgia should im- 
mediately begin to climb upward 
on the national scale of education.

DANGER IN OVERDOING. 

In the movement to force a dras- 
tic observance of Sunday by law, 
now being seriously considered by 
the Methodist conference now in 
session in this city, there is grave 
danger of an anti-climax—of over- 
doing in the effort to do good, 
and of losing, rather than gaining, 
ground in the direction sought. 


Right-thinking citizens generally 
will admit that church attendance 
should be more nearly universal 
than it is; that everybody ought 
to go to church on Sunday; that 
the churches should be more gen- 
erously supported than they are. 


But the day has passed when 
free-minded and free-living people 
can be forced into church, either 
by compulsory law or by law that 
forbids any form of activity on 
Sunday other than that of church- 
going. 

The enactment of laws that, for 
instance, would forbid the running 
of interstate trains, or motoring, 
or indulgence in the usual forms 
of recreational activity, on Sunday, 
would have the effect of courting 
popular and of turning the senti- 
ment of many people—even people 
who are devout church goers— 
against, rather than toward, the 
church; and the ultimate result 
would do more harm than good. 

The American people resent in- 
fringement upon their liberty and, 
beyond the point of reason, they 


| would rebel against drastic legisla- 


tion of the kind suggested. 


The world is living according to 
a vastly higher standard of morals 
today than ever in the past, and

CHURCHES LACK SUPPORT. 

Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis 
delivered an address before the 
Congregational Ministers’ union, in 
Chicago, the other day, in which he 
made the assertiqn that “the 
church isa failure, and thousands 
of preachers are leaving the min- 
istry because they cannot pay their 
bills.” 

Such a statement coming from a 
man of Dr. Hillis’ eminence and 
authentic knowledge of church af- 
fairs—knowledge gained from per- 
sonal contact with inside condi- 
tiotis—would be startling, indeed, 
if it were meant to be taken as a 
literal ‘statement of fact. But the 
famous Brooklyn pastor evidently 
meant that the church is a “failure” 
only from the standpoint of finance, 
for, he went on to say— 


“The church itself has not broken 
down, but the people are not using 


the church and supporting it as 
they should. The churches are run 
by men who are not equal to the 
task and who refuse to support the 
ministry.” 

There is no doubt vastly more 
truth than rhetoric in what the 
good doctor says both as to the 
popular use that is being made of 
the church, and as to the inad- 
equacy of the support accorded the 
average minister by board members 
who “are not equal to the task” of 
running the church’s affairs. 

Too many of us lose sight of the 
fact that the preacher is human, 
regardless of the fact that he may 
be inspired to serve as the agent

A SHAM “IMMORTAL.” 

The Constitution .recently car- 
ried an Associated Press dispatch 
containing a list of names that had 
just been selected by vote of the 
senate of the’ University of. New 
York for places in the university’s 
Hall of Fame. 


Among the five names cnosen 
for assignment among the “immor- 
tals” was that of Dr. William 
Thomas Green Morton, of Massa- 
chusetts, the selection being made’ 
on the ground that Dr. Morton was 
the discoverer of anaesthesia by 
the use of sulphuric ether. 


In a communication appearing 
elsewhere in this issue of The Con- 
stitution, Dr. Joseph Jacobs, prom- 
inent southern pharmacist, cites 
records that afford absolute proof 
that the distinction of being the 
discoverer of anaesthesia belongs, 
not to Dr. Morton, but to Dr. 
Crawford W. Long, of Georgia, 
and that Dr. Long performed an 
operation with the aid of ether 
anaesthesia, in his office at Jeffer- 
son, Ga., four years prior to the 
alleged discovery by Dr. Morton. 


Dr. Jacobs, in his young man- 
hood a student of pharmacy under 
Dr. Long, an associate with him in 
the drug business, and a lifelong 
friend and admirer of his, recently 
published a booklet in memory of 
this distinguished Georgian, en- 
titled “Dr. Crawford W. Long, the 
Distinguished Physician-Pharma- 
cist,” in which is reproduced vo- 
luminous documentary proofs of 
Dr. Long’s discovery and original 
application of this agent which is 
admittedly the greatest. boon to 
suffering humanity that was ever 
evolved by human brain. 


In designating Dr. Morton as an 
“American immortal,” as the dis- 
coverer of anaesthesia, the sen- 
ate of the University of New York 
has done a gross injustice to the 
name of a great American who is 
entitled to the honor. ; 


The public has at least the right 
to know by what authority and by 
what manner of justification this 
misplaced award was made. 


Years ago, as Dr. Jacobs points 
out in his communication and in 
his booklet, the general assembly 
of Georgia chose Dr. Long as one 
of two—the other being Alexander 
H. Stephens—to represent Georgia 
among the American immortals in 
the Hall of Statuary in the capitol 
building at Washington. 


Nothing has as yet been done to 
materialize. that action of the state 
legislature, in the way of placing 
either of those statues in the posi- 
tions to which they have been 
voted. 


The action of the senate of the 
New York university is a challenge 
to the Medical Association of Geor- 
gia to complete the work it has un- 
dertaken to raise the necessary 
fund for an enduring statue to this 
great Georgian who, beyond all 
doubt, is entitled to a distinction 
which is out to be snatched 
away from his name and memory. 


' The best way to.circumyent the 
doing of this injustice and do the 
measure of justice that is so emi- 
nently deserved is to put Dr. Long 
in the Statuary Hall of the capitol, 
and let that stand against the des- 
ignation that has been made of the 
name of Dr. Morton in the other 
“hall of faméd’—which is discred- 
ited by an action that reflects on 
the‘ name of every person repre- 
sented in it, for if all these “im- 
mortals” were selected with as 
little consideration of justice and 
fair play as in the instance of Dr. 
Morton, the aggregation will not 
stand the test of either truth or 
history. |

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Morton First Used Ether, Years 
After Discovery by Dr. Long

Editor Constitution: Regarding 
the action of the senate of the Uni- 
versity of New York in placing Wil- 
liam Thomas Green Morton, D. D.S., 
of Massachusetts, among the _ so- 
called “Immortals,” on the ground 
that he was the discoverer of ana- 
esthesia througn tne use of ether, 
it is certainly very strange that an 
intelligent body of men could vote 
priority to a man who did not claim 
the discovery prior to 1846, when 
original affidavits now in existence, 
show that Dr. Crawford W. Long, 
of Georgia, actually used ether in 
a surgical operation in March, 1842. 

Moreover, it is quite strange that 
such distinction should have been 
accorded, without apparent investi- 
gation, to a man who was con- 
demned as unethical by the ‘Amer- 
ican Medical association, and who 
showed in all his actions that what 
he sought was money rather than 
the honor of having conferred a 
benefit upon mankind. 


Surely this electorate of the Uni- 
versit® of New York, prior to their 


voting, could have made little, if 
any, effort to weigh the evidence 
that so conclusively gives the hon- 
or of this unsurpassed achievement 
in medicine and surgery to Dr. 
Crawford Williamson Long, of Jef- 
ferson and Athens, Ga. The proof is 
positive and conclusive that the 
Boston. dentist never entertained an 
original conception that sulphuric 
ether was an anaesthetic. 


That it was such a therapeutic 
agent only’ entered his mind upon 


the suggestion of Dr. Charles T. 
Jackson, of Boston, a friend and an 
eminent chemist and scientist, and 
all this after Dr. Long had been 
successfully using his own original 
discovery of this pain conqueror in 
his own practice, and constantly 
urging and inducing many of_ his 
associate physicians to do the2same 
for a period of more than four 
years. :; 


Dr. Jackson on the occasion of a 
trip to Georgia, visited Dr. Long, 


and examined his claims to prior- 
ity in the discovery of ether-anaes- 
thesia. 


Dr. Jackson’s Admission. 
There is authentic record of the 
fact that Dr. Jackson said to Dr. 


Long: “Well, Dr., you have the ad- 
vantage of us other claimants to the 
first discovery and use of sulphuric 
ether ag an anaesthetic, but we have 
the advantage of haviesg first pub- 
lished it to the world.” 


Dr. Jackson subsequently wrote 
an article to The Boston Medical 


and Surgical Journal, in which he 
admitted and set out the use by Dr. 
Long of ether-anaestheSia in actual 
surgical operations in no less than 
four cases, prior to the date of his 
own alleged discovery of its prop- 
erties. This article is, of course, a 
matter of record. 


Scores of original affidavits can 


now be easily™ produced, clearly 
proving the facts of the original 
conception of this use of ether by 
Dr. Long, and the actual use of 
ether in anaesthesia in Georgia, in 
the years 1842, 1843, 1844 and 1845. 
Any investigator who Wants to get 
at the truth can have access to 
these, and it is unnecessary to bur- 
den thi§ article with them. And it 
is fortunate for the cause of the 
truth of history, as time passes, that 
this proof can not be overcome or 
seriously injured by the .“senatus- 
suffrage” of any particular literary 
university or set of them. If we 
look to the contemporary Delief of 
those who were professionally asso- 
ciated or allied with the two con- 
testants, Long and Morton, and the 
conduct of the contestants them- 
selves, making this a basis on which 
to construct our own opinion, we 
find that the Georgia Medical as- 
sociation and all the medical men 
with whom Dr. Long consulted in 
his large practice had no question 
or doubt about crowning him with 
the laurels due to this great dis- 
covery, and they held him in the 
highest personal and professional 
esteem. 


It is an interesting fact of record, 


and referred to in Dr. JacKson’s ar- 
ticle mentioned above, that Dr. 
Long’s fee for excising a tumor 
from the neck of James M. Venable, 
the first ether-anaesthesia opera- 
tion on r@ord, March 30, 1842, was 
$2.25, and for a subsequent opera- 
rtion on June 6 of the same year 
the fee was $2. 


Morton Not Ethical. 
But what of the conduct of Mor- 


ton in connection with Dr. Jackson’s 
suggestion about ether ag an anaes- 
thetic? In violation of all profes- 
sional ethics, he F pies tes 4 veiled 
his knowledge by discoloring ether 
with some: dye and exploiting it 
under the name of “Letheon.” He 
then sought a patent for it, sold 
rights to the use of his “Letheon,” 
and brought suits at law for the in- 
fringement of such rights. 


He applied to congress for a bo- 


nus for its use in the American 
army and navy. All this brought 
upon him the contempt of the pro- 
fession, and that of medical men at 
large, and cau the American 
Medical association to denounce his 
acts in the most,scathing terms. 
Here is the resolutfon by Dr. Noyes, 
of New York, which was adopted 
by the American Medical association 
at the time (see Transactions Amer- 
ican Medical Association, volume 
15, e 53): :

claim donoting to Dr. W. T. G. Mor- 
ton, of Boston, the sum of $200,000 
as a recognition of his services! in 
introducing sulphuric ether as an 
anaesthetic agent, and 


“Whereas, the said Dr. Morton, by 
suits brought against charitable 


medical institutions for an infringe- 
ment of an altered patent covering 
all anaesthetic agents, not claiming 
Sulphuric ether only, but the state 
of anaesthesia however produced, as 
his invention, has by this act put 
himself beyond the pale of an hon- 
orable profession and of true la- 
borers in the cause of sciencé and 
humanity; therefore, 


“Resolved, That the American 
Medical association enter their pro- 


test against any appropriation to 
Dr. Morton, on the ground of his 
unworthy conduct; also because of 
his unwarrantable assumption of a- 
patent right in anaesthesia, and 
further because private beneficence 
in Boston, New York, Philadelphia 
and other places, has already suffi- 
ciently rewarded him for any claim 
which he may justly urge.” 


A copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tions was forwarded to the congres- 


sional ways and means committee 
before which thé bill to reward 
Morton was pending. 


After Morton had induced the 
physicians of the Massachusetts 


General Hospital, in 1846, four years 
after Dr. Long’s discovery and de- 
monstrations, to use his “Letheon” 
in a major operation, doubtless 
with the purpose of influencing 
congress, the surgeons of this hos- 
pital, insisting upon knowing its 
true nature as. sulphuric ether, 
made publication of its value in sur- 
gery and thus further advertised 
ether to the world as an anaesthet- 
ic, in this way adding to the pub- 
licity that had been widely given 
for four years previously to the 
process by Dr. Long in the Ameri- 
can center of learning, Athens, Ga., 
and throughout all his section of 
the state. When Morton sought 
recognition of his claims by con- 
gress, the records there will show 


‘+he could not make out his case. Dr. 


Long had antedated him. 
Can Not Authenticate Claim. 
Morton’s title to precedence, or 
indeed for amy honorable connec- 


tion with this discovery, perhaps 
the greatest in all the history of 
medicine and surgery, can not now 
be authenticated before any compe- 
tent tribunal, where opportunity is 
given to present all the facts that 
are known and preserved in the 
most potent form desirable in such 
cases. 


Our national hall of fame in 
Washington will soon be further 


adorned by the statues of Crawford 
Williamson Long and Alexander 
Hamilton Stephens, as Georgia’s 
representatives in that “Pantheon” 
of American genius and worth. In 
placing there the figure of Long, 
Georgia’s greatest benefactor of hu- 
manity, beside that of Stephens, 
her peerless statesman, sage and 
patriot,. this will be Georgia’s an- 
swer to claims sought to be per- 
petuated in other halls.

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Defending Lawlessness

Gilbert K. Chesterton said during 
the war, “The world might some 
day be able to forgive the Germans 
for what they have done, but it 
will be impossible to forgive them 
for defending what they have done.” 


We all imstictively recognize that 
there may be some extenuation for 
the wrongdoing of a man possessed 
by passion, or for the moment 
dominated by somé over-mastering 
purpose. In such experiences one 
loses his perspective and often fails 
to see the full significance of his 
actions. But afterwards, when he 
can calmly consider his conduct, if 
he shall still defend it, he not only 
assumes the full responsibility for 
his guilt, but he practically de- 
clares that under the same circum- 
stances he will repeat it. 

Almost every man you meet to- 
day, even in a casual conversation, 
will express his condemnation of 
the epidemic of lawlessness which 


has spread throughout the land. The 
war, with its inevitable reactions 
upon the human nervous system, is 
generally given as @ reason. Cer- 
learning in many 
ways other than the tabulation of 
our national debt, the terrible cost 
of war. Perhaps after a while we 
may even rid ourselves of the popu- 
lar fallacy that military discipline 
is a good school for the training of 
law-abiding citizens and see that it 
only teaches them to regulate their 
conduct according to external force, 
robbing them of the habit of self- 
government. 

OBEYING THE LAW 

WITH RESERVATIONS. 

If this were all we migit reason- 
ably hope for a gradual return to 
complete sanity and some more or- 
derly development of genuine dem- 
ocracy. But there are so many 
voices raised in defense of lawless- 
ness. No man defends lawlessness 
in general. Each one vehemently 
declares his belief in obedience to 
the law in general, but he has a 
particular or private reservation 
of a certain kind of lawlessness 
which he interprets as a “higher 
law.” 

Here is the real danger which 
tempts one to despair of democracy. 
A newspaper editorial after making 
a distinction between a “moral and 
a statutory law,” very distinctly 
Suggests that there is no moral 
wrong in violating a statutory law. 
A representative of a secret organi- 
zation, while publicly proclaiming 
allegiance to the law, boldly pro- 
claimed that when in the opinion of 
his organization the law is not 
strong enough or broad enough, 
strength and breadth will be added 
to it. It is quite usual in talking 
with even our most respected citi- 
zens to hear them defend violation 
of the law “under certain condi- 
tions.” 

THE BENEFICENCE 
OF LAW. 

The dangerous and even deadly 
effect of this kind of teaching is 
that there are to be exceptions to 
the moral obligation of every man 
to obey every law and each man or 
each group is to have the right to 
determine what exceptions are to 
be made, 

The advantage of Living under 
law is the sense of security which 
comes from the certainty ang uni- 
versality of the fulfilment of the 


law. Thi is the beneficence of 


living umter the laws of nature. 
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whole scientific structure, with 
the practical 5 ae of science 
to every day life, is builded upon 
the fact that these laws are always 
functioning. Water will always 
seek its own level and certain 
chemical elements mixed in proper 
proportons will always give the 
same result. If there were any un- 
certainty here and individual atoms 
or elements could be subject to. 
whim or chance there could be no 
such thing as progress or plans in 
ie. 6 3 
While we cannot hope for apy 


such perfection under human laWs, 


‘yet our only hope for a progressive : 


civilization is in our gradual ap- 
roach to such an ideal. We must 
e able to depend upon every man 
obeyi the law to drive to the 
right in approaching another ve- 
hicle, otherwise traffic would be- 
come an increasingly dapgerous an- 
archy. There is nothing inherent- 
ly moral in driving either to the 
right or the left. In America it 
is a statutory law to drive to. the 
right. In England it fs a statutory 
law to drive to the left. But there 
is a moral obligation upon each 
man to obey the law as written, 
whether in England or America. It 
is criminally immoral for any man 
to decide for himself contrary ‘to 
the law of the land. 


THE SAFETY 


OF SOCIETY. 
The necessity then for absolidte 


and universal obedience te ail laws 
does not lie mn tne fact that all 
laws are either wise or righteous. 
It is in the fact that our security,” 
our happiness, our welfare and our 
freedom depends upon eack man 
conforming his conduct to the 
legally expressed will of society. 4 
is in the agreement of us all to 
abide by and defend that legal ex- 
pression that each is enabled to 
trust for the security of his per- 
son and property and plan for the 
future of his life. 

The horror of the “star chamber,” 
which was dominant under ancient 
British tyranny, was that a group 
of men could gather in a secret 
room and determine tne destiny of 
any other man in the kingdom. lt 
is not a question whether they de- 
termined wisely or unwisely, justly 
or unjustly. The crime against the 
freedom of civilization was that 
they usurped the right to determine 
at all. Is there any difference in 
principle when any individual or 
group of men in our day assumes 
the right to privately usurp the 
power of the legal authorities and 
punish their fellowmen according 
to their secret judgment? We may 
lay it down asafundarental prin- 
ciple that private’ citizens never 
have the right either to subtract 
from the power of the law or to add 
to the power of the law. A little 
imagination will help us to pictur 
the horror of living with the conk 
sciousness that possibly some ma 
or group of men is deliberating 
upon the safety of one’s person OF 
property. 

To feel that the result of that 
decision. wil¥ be exécuted without @ 
chance to defend oneself before 


any legally appointed authority. 
Most men will agree to the 
righteousness and justice of these 
principles which I have attempted 
to state, but too often they will de- 
fend other violations under: those 
“certain conditions”. which they as- 
sume to describe. It is indeed this 
defense of lawlessness which ts the 
most dangerous threat to democ- 
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|racy of our day.

Four thousand miles of ocean is 
sometimes as good as four thousand 
years of time and in the case of 
Rose Macaulay one is almost as 
free to construct her from her 
books as the scholars who make 
Piltdown men and Pliocene animals 
from a few ossiferous odds and 
ends. The names in our c...@ are 
four novels and a particularly slen- 
der volume of verse, eked out by 
a few reviews. 

The first fact to be established 
seems to be the author’s sex and 
as no man has ever been known 
to assume a feminine nom de plume 
for any purpose except the dis- 
closure of how one may be both 
beautiful and admired, one may as- 
sume that she is a woman. And, 
besides, she writes like a woman. 
The English reviewers always re- 
fer to her with that politeness of 
address from which they never de- 
part even at their most vitriolic 
moments, as Miss Macaulay, which 


by no means proves that she may 
not be a happy wife, for we may 
read any day about Miss Farrar 
and often, though much less often, 
about Miss Annie Douglas sSedg- 
wick. But she does seem rather 
unmarried, so we will consider her 
a spinster. And then there is the 
question of her ancestry and her 
early environment and in these im- 
portant matters our archaeological 
method works delightfully—until 
the day when some mere fact may 
arise to crush it. 
Is Poet Herself. 

Now, in three of Miss Macaulay's 
novels, there is a great deal about 
Cambridge, which is quite unusual 
in English fiction because Oxford 


produces the novelists and am- 
bridge only poets and meé of 
science. Miss Macaulay is a poet 
herself and the poems fairly revel 
in the beauties of Cambridgeshire, 
so these two important bits of evi- 
dence point clearly to immediate 
descent from a Cambridge don. 
Having arrived at a theory, one 
may proceed like Dr. Schliemann to 
gee if our Troy really is in the 
place one has decided for. Literary 
excavation has the great advan- 
tage of being, more quickly and 
cheaply conducted, so instead of be- 
ing oblized to voxage to the farther 
shore of the Hellespont, one had 
only to consult a volume Called 
“The Year Book of the Universi- 
fies of the Empire” and there be 
gloriously vindicated by finding 
that William Herrick Macaulay, 
M, As, is vice provost of King’s col- 
lewe and the author of a notable 
work on thermodynamics—just what 
a Cambridge professor wouid be 
an authority on, of course. This 
distinguished scholar came into the 
world of which is is an ornament 
in the year eighteen fifty-three and 
as iss Macaulay’s first novel 
seems to have appeared in nineteen 
six, he may very possibly be her par- 
ent, although the poor man may 
just as easily be one of those port- 
drinking dons, quite innocent of 
women folk. 


Has Written Ten Novels. 
Unless Miss Macaulay was an in- 
fant prodigy, which seems unlikely 
since she is a prodigy now, she is 
between 35 and 40 and with a great 


deal to show for it—ten novels, not 
to speak of the verses. These verses 
were one’s first introduction to her 
and, not thinking much of poetry, 
the acquaintance was very stupidly 
neglected until “New Paths,” which 
presented literary charmers by the 
dozen, informed one that she was 
also a novelist. Whereupon we 
promptly bought the two stories 
that Mr. Beaumont and Mr. Sadler 
commended. “The Making of a 
Bigot,” the only one written before 
the war, ig one of the most agree- 
able books written since Jane Aus- 
ten. In the very first paragraph 
one feels as encouraged to go on 


‘with the book as when one read 


that famous beginning about the 
generally conceded idea that a ¢sin- 
gle man in possession of a g in- 
come must be in need of a wife.

Miss Macaulay’ begins about ‘Trin 
ity Sunday at Cambridge, when “Ing 
Sunday schools, teachers were tell-° 
ing of the shamrock, that i1l-cone .

Some reviewer, 
whose identity, if ever known has 
been forgotten, said that “Non-Com- 
batants” was the best novel o 

home-keeping England in war-time 
except “Mr. Britling sees it through” 
which would have annoyed Miss 
Macaulay as much as it does some 
other people, except that she would 
find the remark as funny as it un-. 
doubtedly is. Her sad little heroine. 
sweet maid, does,not forget to be 
clever while she is being good and 
take it all in all, it is such a war 
book that we shall not look upon 
its like again—it may be commend- 
ed, even to the most vigorous hater. 
of war books. 


“What Not” Wonderfully Funny’ 
“What Not” is an after-war book 

written during the war, and though

All this is ancient history, but 
necessary to any accurate view of 
the new situation. It follows quite 
naturally that the British will ex- 


ert their utmost effort to save as 
much of the existing covenant of 
the league of nations as is possible, 
because for themyt is not only en- 
tirely satisfacto but represents 
the maximum of their hopes and is 
the product, in the main, of their 
own very able diplomacy at Paris. 
All modifications of the govenant 
involve disturbances to British pur- 
poses which are expressed in the 
league. 


ENGLISH ATTITUDE 
UPON THE LEAGUE. 
Beyond -all else the British will 


be most disappointed by any elim- 
ination of the elements which the 


American election seems to fore- 
shadow as most certainly doomed, 
n.mely, those which impose re- 
sponsibilities upon the contracting 
parties, while giving them enor- 
mous rights to interfere in world’s 
affairs. I wish I could make it 
clear once for all to my readers 
that to the English mind the league 
of nations was no more than a con- 
tract between the United States 


and Great Britain to direct and con- 
trol world affairs. , 


Anyone who was in Britain be- 
fore the Paris conference, in the 
French capita] during that momen- 


tous s@ssion, knows that no effort 
large or small was neglected by 
the British to associate themselves 
with America and America with 
themselves in an Angle-Saxon firm 
to control and regulate world af- 
fairs, in the interests of peace, in 
the direction of moderation and or- 
der, undéniably, but not less in ac- 
cordance with British conceptions, 
which did not for a single moment 
contemplate any sacrifice of Brit- 
is’ policy, either by concessions 
in the matter of the “freedom of 
the seas” or surrenders in the case 
of the German colonies conquered 
by British armies. 

There was no actual bargain be- 
tween the president and the British; 
there was no implied bargain, but 
so skilful was British diplomacy 
at Paris, that within a. few weeks 
aft the president arrived it was 
plain that no one of the issues on 
which British ambitions might be 
curtailed would be raised by him 
and, by contract, he would have 
British support both for his ab- 
stract ideas and for the curtail- 
ment of all other countries, wher- 
ever they conflicted with Mr. Wil- 
son’s abstract ideas. 


BRITISH PROCEDURE 


DURING CONFLICTS. 
More than this, where Mr. Wilson 


did not perceive an actual conflict 
between his principles and a natioa- 
al aspiration of a Eurqpean power, 
but this aspiration conflicted with a 
British purpose, as in the case of the 
Polish corridor, Lloyd-George very 
skilfully roused the president by the 
covert hint that he was proving dis- 
loyal to his own program. During 
the war Britain had made many bar- 
gains, “secret creaties” with her 
European allies, notably with France 
and with Italy. These bargains rep- 
resented congessions on the part of 
the British in recognition of the ef- 
forts of her allies, but not one of 
them contained benefits to Britain. 
Therefore, while ostensibly standing 
by the written agreement, the Brit- 
ain tacitly encouraged the president 
to oppose the French in the Sarre 
and the Italians on the Adriatic. 


As the Paris conference developed 
it became more and more an Anglo- 


Saxon affair. The hopes, the inter- 
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tions were ruthlessly examined with 
accord with the fourteen points. 
More and more the _ British and 
American delegates came to work in 
complete accord. Day by day the 
resentment of the continental 
nations mounted, but they stood 
at all times helpless in the pres- 
ence of the combined financial, 
military and naval resources of the 
only two western nations who 
emerged from the war with unshak- 
en strength. 

Now, once for all, it is essential 
for the American public to recog- 
nize that British statesmanship will 


not, without having first exhausted 
the resources which 
and they are enormous, surrender 
the advantages which accrued to 
them in Paris, and must accrue to 
them always from a partnership 
between the United States and them- 
selves, which rests upon a docu- 
ment framed by themselves, in the 
main, which already, at Paris, as- 
sured them of American recognition 
substantially all that they desired 
to obtain at the peace settlement 
and usefully interposed American 
vote: to all of the aspirations of 
their European neighbors which for 
moral or material reasons aroused 
their disapprobation. 


PARTNERSHIP DESIRABLE, 
ENGLISHMEN THOUGHT. 

I am not undertaking to assert 
that the British policy was totally 
dictated by selfish and material con- 
siderations. On the contrary, there 
was and there remains a Very wide- 


spread feeling among liberal Eng- 
lishmen that the partnership of the 
United States and Great Britain rep- 
resents for both, aside from material 
benefits, a thing wholly desirable 
in itself and best calculated to pre- 
serve the peace of the world. My 
own experience leads me to believe 
that on the whole there are more 
Englishmen unselfishly friendly to 
the United States than vice versa. 
But this sentiment, this British lik- 
ing for the United States, while it 
colored the whole surface of the 
waters at Paris, did not control, 
could not and cannot control. Brit- 
ish policy as contrasted with British 
sentiment is cool, calculating. If 
Lloyd-Geoorge .is mercurial, an op- 
portunist, the ablest diaznostician 
of the passing currents of public 
opinion in his own country, superior 
in maneuver to every statesman of 
any other state whom he has en- 
countered during the war or since, 
behind Lloyd-George lies the tra- 
dition and the fact of the ablest 
diplomacy in the world. 


We may be certain then, that just 
as, at the moment when it was an-

document assure? In practice even 
more-than in phrase it consolidated 
American relations with Great Brit- 
ain in such fashion as to eliminate 
all chance of anglo-American dis- 
putes! This was negative but not 
unimportant; in addition it associat- 
ed the United States with the Brit- 
ish in almost every dispute between 
British and continental conceptions 
of a proper peace settlement: it 
brought us, with British support, to 
veto French hopes for security on 
the Rhine; it led us, at British in- 
Stance, to deny Poland a real outlet 
upon the sea. It encouraged us to 
stand against Italy on the Adriatic. 


MORAL ARBITER, 
WILSON’S IDEA. 


‘Insensibly Mr. Wilson was led to 
feel that he had become the mora! 
arbiter of the world, and he flung 
himself with ever-growing insis- 
tence against the statesmen of the 
Various continental nations, great 
and smalk whose legittmate or ille- 
gitimate aspirations conflicted with 
his abstract principles. I wish to 
be quite fair in the statement of the 
case in perhaps a majority of in- 
stances Mr. Wilson’s stand conform- 
ed with the facts in the case. I still 
believe, after all the partisan de- 
bates in this country that his pres- 
ence in Paris contributed materially 
to making the several settlements 
more moderate than they would 
otherwise have been. 


But the difficulty always lay in 
the-fact that in each specific in- 
stance the United States was hurled 


against a friendly state. We under- 
took to regulate the frontiers of Po- 
land and of Rumania; we told the 
Italians they should not have 
Fiume and Dalmatia; we denied the 
Greeks Easfern Thrace—to which 
they were entitled: Finally, we were 
compelled in the end through the 
president to undertake to establish 
our right to rule, by giving guar- 
antees of the frontiers of the sev- 
eral states, whose aspirations or so- 
licitudes for security or integrity 
we disappointed. Thus we gave 
France-the treaty of alliance, which 
has not been ratified and we gave 
Rumania and Serbia the assurances 
of May 31, which, although denied, 
cannot be disproved. 

We were thus involved, entangled 
in the whole weiter of European 
disputes and the more we became 
entangled the closer became the as- 
sociation between Britain and the 
United States, both because Britain 
approved of onr undertakings to re- 
strict the appetites of British neigh- 
bors and because we in no instance 
undertook to exercise a similar re- 
straining influence upon British de- 
Sires which were no more nor less 
praiseworthy than those of Poland 
or France, Italy or Greece, but 
merely conflicted less obviously 
with Mr. Wilson's conceptions. More 
and more we hecame isolated from 
all other natidns in Paris, who 
openly resented our opposition to 
their hopes and, as we became iso- 
lated, Anglo-American solidarity 
quite maturally increased. 


ENGLAND EMERGED 
ONLY GAINER. 

From the Paris conference Great 
Britain emerges the only actual 
gainer, since speaking comparative- 
ly, what she desired she obtained 
unconditionally, while the profits of 
all her ailies were contingent upon 


& variety of circumstances. This 
was in part due to the fact that the 
things the British desired were ob- 
tained by the war, namely, the ex- 
tinction of the Germany rivalry on 
the seas, both in the case of the 
war and commercial] navies and the 
acquisition of most of thé German 
colonies. Security was thus abso- 
lutely attained, whereas security for 
other states could in the nature of 
things be only problematical, while 
compensation f@ destructions, main- 
ly suffered by continental states 
which had been invaded, was bound 
to be a matter of years. 

But the second department of 
British policy, disclosed when the 
Paris conference had at last ad- 
journed, the purpose to get Germany 
and Russia back on their feet, lack- 
ing the assistance of the United 
States, since President Wiison failed 
before congress and the country has 
so far made no progress. It has

Now the chief purpose of all con- 
tinental diplomacy at the present 
moment, is and must remain for a 
long time, to enlist American sup- 
port for their own views of what 


is a proper settlement in Europe 
and particularly with respect of Rus- 
sia and of Germany. we stayed 
in Europe the British are confident 
and I think justly confident—that 
we should have taken the British 
view in the case of Germany and 
even in the matter of Russia, where 
Lloyd-George might have been de- 
pended upon to sway Mr. Wilson 
as he did in the matter of gor 
But we quit Europe and the who 
British policy shipwrecked against 
the solid resistance of France. There’ 
has beeh a deadlock ever since and 
the deadlock subsists, can only be 
broken, perhaps, by an American 
declaration in support of French or 
British policy. To prevent the for- 
mer, to obtain the latter, this is 
British policy henceforth. To this 
end British statesmen will seek to 
lead President-elect Harding and 
igshape his conceptions of a world 
association as contrasted with the 
league of nations. In other words 
the main British effort must be to 
preserve of the league of nations, 
the fact, while making every con- 
cession to Mr. Harding’s ideas as to 
the name of the substitute which he 
is to offer for President Wilson’s 
league. 


TO PRESERVE ALLIANCE 


WAS FRANCE’S AIM. 

I have dwelt so long on the British 
aspect that I can only briefly allude 
to the French, put in the main com- 
ment on British policy discloses the 
French situation. Before the Paris 


conference French policy, expressed 
clearly by Clemenceau, amounted to 
a deliberate effort to preserve the 
alliance which had won the war as 
an alliance, as an alliance calculat- 
ed to protect Frnce against new Ger- 
man ageression and to insure Ger- 
man payment of the indemnities all 
recognized must be paid, in sum to 
cortinue the system of alliances 
which had long been familiar as the 
decisive factor and the traditional 
policy of Europe. And in declaring 
for this system he openly and quite 
unwisely challenged President Wil- 
s0n with unhappy consequences 
when British statesmanship seized 
the opportunity to support the pres- 
ident and thus stand as “the first 
friend” of the United States at Paris. 


As the -conference “~ proceeded 
Clemenceau was steadily worsted 
by Mr. Wilson, backed by Lloyd- 
George. In the end he had to sur- 


render @o the Anglo-British coali- 
tion, to give way to Mn Wilson and 
Lioyd-George, to accept the league, 
to abandon Foch’s demards for a 
Rhine barrier, to give up French 
territorial claims to the Sarre. All 
that he could obtajn in return for 
these colossal sacrifices was the 
promise of Wilson and Lloyd-George 
that, subject to the approval of the 
American senate, both would de- 
fend France against any new Ger- 
man attack, which involved a tacit 


But what, beyond all else did that,Pledge that Britain and the United 


States would guarantee to France 
these restricted benefits which were 
allowed her by the treaty of Ver- 


sailles. 
But the course of the ‘United 


States senate destroyed the guar- 
antee, while as the United States 


withdrew from Europe, British pol- 
icy more and more took the form 
of a demand for the revision of the 
treaty of Versailles downward, 
which amounted to a demand that 
French claims should be scaled 
down. Or, to put the thing more 
exactly, in French eyes it repre- 
sented this and the French were 
clearly entitled to hold their own 
View of any such transaction. The 
break between France and Great 
Britain was the inevitable result of 
the retirement of America from Eu- 
rope for the obvious reason that 
France would accept British views 
only when they were imposed by 
the United States and included an 
American guarantee of materia) 
French interests. 


FRENCH ARE GLAD 
OF WILSON’S FALL. 

Now the fall of President Wile 
son, in the recent election, as a 
mere matter of sentiment, excites 
general French satisfaction for the 
simple reason that Mr. Wilson was 
never sympathetic with France. 


He did not understand French senti- 
ment, French history, French tradi- 
tion. His refusal to go to the 
devastated areas, because, as was 
explained for him, he desired to 
preserve a calm mind in dealing 
with the questions coming up at 
Paris, produced a profound im- 
pression, actually destroyed - his 
brief popularity in France. More- 
Over, in the main, Mr. Wilson was 
disclosed all through the Paris con- 
ference standing with the British 
against France. Before he left 
France Mr. Wilson had lost all 
French admiration, he retained only 
a certain measure of French grati- 
tude for the promptness with which 
he had despatched American troops 
in 1918, after the British defeats 
of March and April and his league 
of nations program had Freneh 
approbation only in so far as its 
fate would decide that of the Anglo- 
French-American treaty of guar- 
antee, 

Now, after election, Freneh pol- 
icy, French purpose is quite as ap- 
Parent as British. France does not 
care one red cent about the league 
of nations qua league. France hoped, 
however, that the result of the elec- 
tion would insure .the preservation 
of the treaty of insurance. France 
hopes, and takes comfort in Pres- 
ident-elect Harding’s friendly words 
and even more in his association 
with Mr. Herrick, forever loved in 
France because of his attitude in 
the dark days of August and Sep- 
tembér, 1914, that Mr. Harding will 
in sOme form, and the form does 
not signify, extend to France that 
guarantee which Mr. Wilson offered 
but the senate failed to honor. 

From the French point of view 
that guarantee was paid for tn ad- 
vance by France. French sacrifices 
on the Rhine, in the Sarre agree- 
ment, represent to the French mind 
the sacrifice of French security 
against new German attack and 
never would have been made, had 
not President Wilson offered in ex- 
change that Anglo-French-Ameri- 
can agreement, which has now 
shared the fate of the covenant of 
the league of nations, itself. French 
public opinion, the whole French 
people look to Mr. Harding, now, 
hopefully, but their hope is com- 
prehended in the statement that 
France desires American support 
against new attacks, for which 
France paid President Wilson in 
advance. ‘ 

FRANCE HOPING 
FOR SUPPORT. 

One thing more France hopes pas- 
sionately; namely, that in any new 
association of nations, such ag Mr. 
Harding may seek to establish and 
for which France in advance offers 
her heartiest support, American 
policy, so far from joining with 
British in championing unrepentant 
Germany and  bolshevist “Russia, 
will stand with France in insist- 
ence upon the integrity of the 
treaty of Versailles, so far as the 
German terms are concerned and 
equally with France against a rec- 
ognition of the red regime of Rus- 
sia, which means for France* the 
definitive loss of the millions lent 
to a in past decades, the 
moneys of the peasants. 

As for Germany, for patent rea- 
sons she welcomes the Wilson de- 
feat, because it helps out the prom- 
fse of ultimate American support 
ga Erance, even against Brit- 
ain. Germany at least ho that 
we shall new proceed to lend our 
support to reducing the sums she 


has to pay for devastating Mss ‘ 


that we shall become the German 
champion in the new association of 
nations, which Mr. Harding will ad- 
te and in which she expects the 
mission denied her so far in the 
old league. 

As for Italy and the minor pow- 
ers, one may question ther the 
American election will extite hopes 
or fears, to any extent. They know 
from recent experience that they 
cannot expect American aid in case 
of attack, they have discovered that 
only by their own force can they 
realize their national aspirations. 
While in the presence of force, the 
great powers have so far been 
quiescent. Rumania has Bessara- 
bia, Poland her new eastern fron- 
tier, Greece eastern Thrace in the 
face of American veto, of open or 
covert opposition from other great 
powers. For the small powers the 
league of nations is already an ex- 
ploded dream. As it was operated 
at Paris, this combination of great 
powers was unfriendly and even 
brutal In its dealings with the 
small nations and on the Paris 
precedent they had little to hope 
from it in the future. 

HARDING MAN TO 
BREAK DEADLOCK. 

After all, the real question raised 
by the election results has but two 
aspects, the British and the French. 
At Paris we backed the British 
against the French and the British 
prevailed. When we came home a 
deadlock resulted. Both nations 
look eagerly to Mr. Harding in the 
hope he wlil break the deadlock in 
their favor and if Mr. Harding 
chooses to intervene on behalf of 
either his intervention will be de- 
cisive. But, as a last word, it must 
be transparent that neither Great 
Britain nor France are. primarily 
interested in an association of na- 
tions to preserve world peace, but 
obviously and necessarily Britain 
seeks to preserve an Anglo-Ameri- 
can association which at Paris 
Mominated world affairs to British 
satisfaction, while France seeks to

Thus far President-elect Harding 
in 1921 as for President Wilson in 
1918-19: the nominal, perhaps the 
actual dictatorship of Europe and 
for that matter of the world, is to 
be attained, . provided only he is 
prepared to pay his way by Ameri- 
can guarantee military, naval and 
financial and on these terms his

Better Preparation of 
Land Now Needed 


The following extract, taken from 
an advance sheet of the new cata- 
log of the Everett Seed company, 
listens like good common sense: 

“Some of you have doubtless been 
growing cotton longer than we 
have been in business, and we are 
not presuming to dictate to you in 
any way. Neither are we presum- 
ing to tell you not to raise cotton. 
We want to see you raise cotton— 
the world must have it—but let us 
suggest that you plan your crops in 
a, business-like manner by 
aside a right proportionate amount 
of your acreage for each particular 
crop. We want to see every farmer 
in the southland produce all the 
corn, wheat, oats, rye, barley, hay,

llii—The Registration of Trade- 
Marks Abroad. . 

In planning to develop business 
with the Latin-American countries, 
certain precautions are necessary 
before any attempt is made to get 
orders. Of special importance is 
the registration of trade-marks 


abroad. 

A fundamental difference between 
the trade-mark laws of the United 
States and those of most of the 
Latin-American countries is that the 
first person to register a trade-mark 
in those countries acquires all rights 
and title thereto, 
of the rightful] owner. The latter 
has practically no recourse, if any, 
as our government at Washington 
can exercise little jurisdiction over 
the laws of another country, and 
it is almost Itmpossible for an Amer- 
ican firm successfully to prosecute 
&@ case against a native foreigner 
who has stolen his trade-mark. 

This condition of affairs has led 

to the evil of the so-called trade- 
mark “piracy,” which has ,.oved a 
Serious menace to American busi- 
ness abroad. The writer is in pos- 
session of copies of American trade- 
marks taken from the official bul- 
letins of several of the Latin-Amer- 
ican governments, which were reg- 
istered by local “pirates” in their 
own name and for their own per- 
sonal profit. These include five 
leading American automobile pleas- 
ure cars, two prominent trucks, one 
tractor, two famous household 
cleaning powders, a nationally ad- 
vertised grape-juice, two brands of 
tobacco that every American is fa- 
miliar with, a number of motion- 
Picture films, and a variety of oth- 
er trade-marked articles that are all 
well known in this country. 
This plan of registering tradé- 
marks that rightfully belong to oth- 
ers is effected by the following 
class of people: natives, seeking 
profit from the sale of rights to 
the companies who own them and 
who are trying to open up the 
country in question for the sale of 
their products, or from royalties 
thus obtained; foreign competitors 
who desire to suppress Ahe sales of 
Such products,. and competitors in 
the United States (or their agents 
abroad) who are already marketing 
their goods in such country. 

It is a common thing for an 
American manufacturer to receive a 
request from some _ individual or 
firm in one of the Latin-American 
countries asking for the exclusive 
agency of their line. So long as 
the manufacturer’s trade-mark has 
been protected abroad, he need not 
hesitate to establish such a con- 
nection, other things being equal. 
But in case it has not been reg- 
istered, let him beware and act 
with caution. The agency is only 
too glad to possess title to the 
trade-mark, unknown to the manu- 
facturer, who does not discover the 
sad state of affairs until possibly 
some difficulty arises which brings 
about a severance of their relations. 
Then, and not until that time, is it 
discovered that he no longer has

the right to import his goods into 
that couutry, and he can move high 
heaven before the laws of said 
country will take that right away 
from his former agent and bestow 
t on him. 

An Ameriean manufacturer or ex- 
porter usually discovers’ that his 


to the exclusion ’ 


trade-mark rights have been taken 
from him by receiving notice that 
-he must discontinue the sale of his 
goods in the country where his 
mark has been quietly registered 
by some usurper. He is then faced 
with the alternative of either adopt- 
ing a new trade-mark, throwing to 
the four winds the years of good- 
will and advertising value he has 
built up around it and beginning all 
over again under a new name, or 
coming to terms with the pirate 
who has robbed him. If he already 
has dealers and agents operating 
in such country, and he continues 
he sale of his product in spite of 

arning, he will find his agents 
being sued for infringement, or his 
goods held up at the custom house 
until he comes to terms or gives 
heavy bond to insure their release. 

There is only one safe course to 
pursue, register your trade-mark 
abroad before you send out your 
first advertisement or letter solic- 
iting business from foreign mer- 
chants. 

How to go abonpt it is the next 
question, and that which most con- 
cerns the manufacturer bidding for 
export trade. Unfortunately there 
seems to be some doubt as to wheth- 
er the provisions of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Trade-Mark convention, which 
make possible the registration of a 
trade-mark for all the Latin-Amer- 
ican countries through one central 
bureau, is yet in full force and able 
fully to protect the American man- 
ufacturer against piracy abroad. 
One division, the central bureau, lo- 
cated at Havana, Cuba, is already 
in operation and enables one to 
make a single application covering 
Cuba, Dominican» Republic, Haiti, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, Costa Rica, 
Guatemala and Panama. Dr. Mario 
Diaz Irizar, of Havana, Cuba, is 
at the head of this bureau and may 
be consulted with reference to the 
registration of trade-marks in these 
countries. A southern bureau has 
been proposed to function at Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, but the status of 
this organization at the present 
time is not known precisely. Un- 
doubtedly such an arrangement will 
be acceded to by all of the Latin- 
American countries within a short 
time, and it is hoped that the laws 
of these countries may be amend- 
ed more favorable to American 
rights. 
our department of state is bringing 
to bear on the question, long-need- 
ed action is quite likely to be taken 
very shortly. In the meantime, the 
manufacturer planning to enter this 
profitable field will do well to ob- 
tain full protection to his trade- 
mark and thus avoid the difficulties 
which otherwise are almost certain 
to arise.

| CEMENT-COATED NAILS 
AND THEIR HISTORY 


te 
By Alvin Lovingood 


‘The writer has been asked on 
many occasions “What is a cement- 
coated nail?” For the information 
of those who are interested in the 
history of this nail, also the use 
of fame, I have prepared the fol- 
lowing information: 

Approximately one-tenth of the 
wire nails manufactured are  ce- 
ment coated, according to R L 
Foster, of Boston. Such nails hdve 
been given a shaking up in a hot 
tumbling barrel with a compound 


consisting mainly of resin, from 
which they issue with a thin, tough 
coating which: greatly increases 
their holding power. The friction 
of the driven nail with the wood 
melts the cement and forms a glue, 
which makes fast the nail. 

The product is used principally in 
wooden packing cases of all kinds, 
including boxes, barrels, crates. By 
their use there is less loss because 
of broken packages, less loss by 
‘theft because of the difficulty of 
prying .open the cases and because 
of the squeak incident to the extract- 
ing of the nails. It is necessary to 
use but one coated nail for every 
two plain nails. 

Cement-coated nails are sold by 
count, and correspond in number to 
& 100-lb keg of standard plain wire 
nails. Coated nails are smaller 
than the standard wire nails in 
gauge, and in most cases an eighth 
of an inch shorter, the average net 
weight being approximately 70 
pounds per keg. 

Coated nails were invented by 
Ira Copeland, Brockton, Mass., who 
died in 1915. Prior to their manu- 
facture in this country they were 
seen in the United States only when 
they came in imported packages, 
and were known in Mr. Copeland's 
vicinity as French nails. Mr. Cope- 
land noticed that the lumber in 
which these French nails were driv- 
en was very resinous, and upon ex- 
perimentation found that when the 
French nails were cleaned and driv- 
en into our native lumber they did 
not hold any better than American 
nails. : 

He then experimented with va- 
rious combinations of vegetable 
gums, which resulted in a patent 
issued to him in May, 1887. Since 
Mr. Copeland was a school teacher, 
and not in position to engage in 
manufacture, he sold licenses. to 
manufacture under his patent to 
about 25 concerns scattered over 
the United States and Canada. Only 
at Whitman, Mass., however, was 
any serious attempt made to manu- 
facture and market this product, 
and this was done under Mr. Cope- 
land’s observation and assistance. 


In the early nineties a large man- 
ufacturer bought Mr. Copeland's in- 
terest and recalled by purchase 
most of the outstanding licenses. 

The first attempts at commercial 
coating were made by using a very 


} complicated machine, also the in- 


vention of Mr. Copeland, which gave 
slow output and inferior product as 
compared to that of today. The 
manufacturer later very much sim- 
plified the process, using a simple 
tumbling oven, which was later de- 
veloped by the leading interests in 
the coated nail business into effi- 
cient and speedy machines. 

Many carpenters are prejudiced 
against the use of such nails, be- 
cause they cannot place them in 
their mouths and because they soil 
the hands. Because of their ex- 
treme holding power, they are not 
suitable for house finishing work or 
cabinet work where boards may 
have to be t*en off for replace- 
ment or adjustment. 

A cement-coated nail is of mot- 


tled appearance, with blotches of 
the blue-like brown coating, 
through which shows the steel color 
of the nail. The heat of the hands 
slightly melts the coating and 
ree a it sticky. The growth of its 
use has képt pace with the growth 
in the use of wire nails. A recent 
adaptation was that for the wood- 
en molds. for the concrete of the 
stadium of Princeton university. 
There are many manufacturers of 
this product on a small scale in the 
United States. Some have attempt- 
ed to. use paints or varnish, but the 
resinous mixtures seem to have 
been the most successful.

ASPHALT A FREAK 


A Never-Ending Supply 
Furnished by Big Lake 
That Is Only One of Its 
Kind Known.

The story of asphalt is one of 
nature’s industrial romances that is 
ever a subject of deep interest to 
men in every walk of life—a mys- 
tery that scientists have never solv- 
ed. In its practical application to 
the affairs of our everyday life the 
average individual meets it so ,of- 
ten that he little realizes and sel- 


Ldom recognizes its many uses. 


In the manufacture of roofing and 


paving it 1s probably khown most 
extensively, but it also enters into 
the manufacture of fountain pens, 
telephone mouth-pieces and receiv- 
ers, ink wells, buttons and many 
other everyday articles besides be- 
ing the base of those gloss paints 
used on typewriters, adding ma- 
chines, automobiles and many other 
chines and automobiles.

quires almost no refining and in a 
constantly renewed supply. What 
other mineral can you name which, 


accommodatingly fills up the hole 
by itself, so that there is just as 
much there as before? Sounds like 
a story of mythology, yet asphalt 
does just that. - The largest and 
best-known asphalt deposit in the 
world is found on the eastern side 
of the island of Trinidad, just a few 
miles off the coast of Venezuela, 
South America. This great deposit 
has been worked for years at the 
rate of 200,000 tons a year, yet there 
is no hole to be seen, not even a 
depression in the bed, and, appa- 
rently, there is just as much there 


‘now as there was at the very be- 


ginning. 

“The ‘Pitch Lake,’ as it 1s called, 
occupies what seems to be the cra- 
ter of an extinct mud volcano.' It is 
about a mile from the seashore, and 
has an elevation of 135 feet above 
the sea. The ‘lake’ or deposit covers 
an area of about 100 acres, and is of 
an unknown depth. Borings of 100 
feet have been made. The surface 
s hard, excepting a few soft spots 
near the middle; it resembles brown- 
ish-black earth or stone. In places 
it is a bit soft underfoot, so that 


the shoes leave impressions in the 


surface just as they do on an as- 
phalt pavement on a hot day. 

“There are a few soft spots where 
the mass oozes and bubbles up in a 
semi-liquid state. There is no vege- 
tation over the deposit, and standing 


at the edge one notes that it is per- 


ceptibly higher in the middle than 
at the sides. 

“The deposit is owned by 
@overnment of Trinidad, and is 
leased to the Barber Asphalt Pav- 
ing company for a period of 200 
years. The income to-the island 
from this curious deposit is said to 
amount to around a quarter of a 
million dollars annually. 

“A refinery is located near the 
edge, and several narrow-gauge 
tracks run out across the lake. The 
cross-ties of these tracks must be 
enewed every few weeks, for they 
gradually sink down and disappear 
in the asphalt, and if new ones are 
not constantly supplied the track 
itself would soon go out of sicht. 
Negro workmen dig up the crude 
asphalt with picks in the spots 
where it is hard; the soft spots are 
left alone. It does not come up 
easily, but {s rather tough, bends but 
does not break easily. The mass 
below the surface is full of holes 
and reminds one of Swiss cheese. 
The farther down we go the softer 
does the material become, so that 
after one spot is dug out to a depth 
of about two feet or so, the work- 
men are obliged to dig in some other 
place. In the course of a week or 
ten days the hole that wags dug out 
fills itself up again even with the 
surface. The heat is intense over 
the whole surface of the lake. 
“This asphalt contains very little 
foreign matter, and as it stands 
could be used for road work. When 
it is to be used for roofing or the 


making of asphalt paints it is put 


through a special refining process. 
“Asphalt or asphaltum is like coal, 
a product of prehistoric vegetation. 
The only other deposit which ap- 
proaches this one in size is found 
in the lowlands of Venezuela, about 
fifty miles from the coast, and al- 
though of a still purer quality, the 
location of the lake makes it hard 
to get at. Some authorities claim 
that these two lakes are connected, 
and are fed from the same source 
through subterranean fissures. in 
the rock. : 

“Asphalt was first used as a road- 
material in Paris some fifty years 
ago, but has attained its greatest 
usefulness in America.”

“As you gentlemen doubtless are 


more or less painfully aware, we 
have been experiencing the reaction 
from a seller’s to a buyer’s market. 
The wholesale interests began t 

feel this about the middle of Ma 

For about three years prior to that 
time salesmanship was a secondary 
factor in most lines of industry, 
the prime factors being those of 
production and transportation. We 
enjoyed throughout most of that 
time what we understand as a sell- 
er’s market—a highly aggravated 
case of it. Instead of competitive 
selling we had competitive buying. 
If this had gone on much longer 
I am afraid. that salesmanship 
would have betn numbered among 
the lost arts. The best salesmen 
were getting to be those who were 
handiest with pen or pencil—a mere 
matter of speed and facility in get- 
ting the orders down on paper. 
Verily the pen was mightier than 
the spiel. 

“But one fine day, apparently out 
of a clear sky, there was a sharp 
break in the price of raw silk and 
liquidation in that industry was on 
with a vengeance. Following in 
short order other lines began, one 
by one, to respond and business be- 
came conscious of the fact that 
we were exPeriencing the transi- 
tion from. a seller’s to a buyer's 
market. And then it seemed that 
almost overnight the whole psycho- 
logy of the situation had undergone 
a profound, and to those of us who 
may have been dwelling in a fool’s 
paradise, a startling change. 

“Just here I desire to place some 
emphasis upon the psychological 
aspect of the situation. We are 
coming to feel and to take into ac- 
count the fact that psychological 
Values often play a more potent 
part in these recurring crises than 
do the hardest, most self-evident, 
most indisputable facts. 

“Will it be successfully maintain- 
ed that the sharp declines that have 
come about since the latter part of 
May were due to production in ex- 
cess Of a possible normal absorp- 
tion, or that it was due wholly or 
even in large part to a diminished 
purchasing power on the part of the 
ultimate consumer? To both queries, 
which are very intimately related to 
éach other, I should be inclined to 
give a negative answer. If I am 
wrong, then our leading statistitians 
and industrial economists have been 
very wide of.the mark, for they 
have insisted right up to the last 
that under-production and the high 
wage scales combined to sustain the 

igh price levels and that reduc- 
ions would come about only as 
supply had overtaken demand and 
readjustments of the wage scales 
were brought about, which would 
be an orderly process, requiring a 
period of years; and, of course, in 
calculating demand they had in 
mind potential no less than actual 
and immediate demand, for In their 
normal operation the economic laws 
no more ignore as factors potential 
values than they do the actual or 
immediate. 

‘“TJ trust I am not becoming too 
involved in trying to demonstrate 
a fact that in itself seems simple 
enough. One of indifferent analyti- 
cal powers often becomes confused 
as between cause and effect and in 
an effort to place them in their 
relative orders is apt to run around 
in circles, but you gentlemen who 
are accustomed to deal with these 
economic factors probably under- 
stand my point a great deal better 
than I do myself. In sum it is just 
this: That our present situation has 
come about largely from a state of 
mind and only to a limited extent 
from underlying basic conditions. 
While values were greatly inflated 
and while there was inevitably to 
be a turning point, there was yet 
a tremendous money circulation and 
the latest purchasing power of the 
individual had not at the time of 
the initial break become appreci- 
ably diminishd. 

“We can understand well enough 
why corn has dropped from $1.80 in 
June to $1 or less for December 
delivery, because we have produced 
the greatest crop in the historv of 
the country—more than 3,000,000.000 
bushels. t what of the decline 
in cotton? Ts ft due to production 
in excess of the world’s normal re- 
quirements? Let us see. This year’s 
crop, estimated at 12,000,000 bales, 
marks the sixth consecutive short 
crop, the cost of the production of 
which this year being perhaps ‘the 
highest ever known, and seeming 
to justify, according to the normal 
operation of economic laws, a record 
price. It is true that the world’s 
carry-over was somewhat heavier 
than last year, but this was expect- 
ed to be more than accounted for 
by the indicated increased require- 
ments of Europe. Yet we find this 


/ staple tumbling from its high level 


of 44 cents of a few months ago 
to a low of 17 cents in early Oc- 
tober. Similar behavior on the part 
of the market may be noted with 
reference to many food products and 
manufactured commodities of which 
there has been in some cases not 
an excessive production, but a po- 
tential scarcity. 

“But what of that {mponderable 
influence of which I have hinted— 
the psychological element? 

“For nearly three years we had 
witnessed an orgie of extravagance 
such as this country, and I doubt if 
anv. other country had experienced 
before. Gradually people began to 


| wake up to the fact that we were 


going entirely too fast; reaction 
from a condition of mind that does 
not ask the price, to the old habits 
of thrift and a determination t»> 
exact a dollar’s value for a dollar 
spent, had set in. And so some time 
before there was any apparent soft- 
ening of prices, there was plainly 
discernable a slowly gathering force 
of price resistance. Later this be- 
man to break through here and 
there, seeming to concentrate first 
on one commodity and then on an- 
other. Some who were either over- 
loaded with high-priced stocks. not 
so much in quantitv as in dollar 
value, or over-extended financially, 
seemed to sense its approach afar 
off and rushed to meet it. with the 
inevitable result that what might 
have been a gradual and orderly 
yielding became something resem- 
bling a precipitate rout all along 
the line. |

Editorial from the New York Commercial. 


The widespread price reductions undoubtedly presage a revival of 
buying, and therefore an increased production to meet the heavier de- 
mand. Wholesalers and retailers have realized at last that a new 
trading basis is necessary for the country, and that such prices must be 
established as will tempt public buying on a large scale. 

Clearing out of existing stocks and the prompter turnover of new 
supplies together with the improved purchasing power of the dollar will 
definitely relieve credit strain al] along the line, and under such develop- 
ments the country may well feel that it is making real progress in re- 


adjustment. 


But relief from credit strain will not mean that the bars to sound 


and cautious business practices are 


to be let ‘down. Someone has well 


said that although we are approaching a period of easier money we are 


at the end of “easy credit.” 


Business and financial America has had its 


lesson in the necessity for discriminating between egssentia] and non- 
essential enterprises, and has determined to exercise great care hence- 
forth in credits, paying more attention to the element of security than to 


the rate of interest. 


On this basis there are those who are going to have 


great difficulty in getting money at any price.

SOME FINANCIAL TERMS 
By CAMPBELL M. KRENSON 
Representative Guaranty Trust Company of New York 


The financial community, HMke the 
sporting world and every other 
group with common interests, has 
built up a vocabulary of its own to 
fit its own purposes. To an out- 
sider many of these terms seem en- 


tirely new, or if not new are used 
in such sense as to be incompre- 
hensible; some people put down the 
financial pages of a daily paper 
with a confused idea as to the 
meaning of various expressions and 
wonder what it is all about. Most 
of these expressions are slang, of 
course, but many of them have last- 
ed a generation or more—some for 
centuries. 

When new securities are placed 
_ the market, for instance, a 
syndicate is often formed to sell or 
“underwrite” the issue. A syndicate 
may comprise from two or three 
to several hundred brokers, bank- 
ers, bond houses, banks and trust 
companies, though a selling syndl- 
cate is likely to be much larger 
than an underwriting one. The for- 
mer purchases the securities, stocks 
or bonds, from the issuing corpora- 
tion, and sells them to investors at 
a slightly higher price; it is a 
straight merchandising proposition, 


of business and industrial efficiency. 

“A rational readjustment of our 
habits will correct both weaknesses 
and will make for the more hygienic 
conditions under which business 
best thrives.

I refer particularly 
to the proposal to close down the 
cotton gins of the south and to its 
companion piece, the proposed mora- 
torium. I want to pay my respects 
to Governor Dorsey for resisting the 
pressure brought to bear to commit 
our state t> any such foolish meas- 
ures. 

“In my judgment there is no other 
medium through which we may be 
lad back to a state of mental poise, 
and the prosperity we naturally as- 
sociate with such a condition, than 
through the work of those who 
are in daily communication with 
the public—the men of your craft,

An underwriting syndicate, on the 
contrary, is intended merely’ to 
Suarantee a company against loss. 


When a company offers stock or 
bonds to its own stockholders it, 
at the same time, has the offer un- 
derwritten by a syndicate which, 
in return for a certain commission, 
Suarantees to purchase at the 
named price all securities not taken 
by the stockholders. 

When securities are offered to 
stockholders the Jlatter receive a 
transferable warrant or “right” en- 
titling them to subscribe on a cer- 
tain date for so many shares at the 
price fixed. If the stockholder does 
not care to exercise his right he 
May sell it to some one else for 
cash. These “rights” are often very 
valuable, entitling the holder to 
subscribe for stock or bonds at a 
price far below the market. Any 
unusual privilege of this kind, or 
the declaration of a particularly 
liberal dividend, is styled a “‘melon?’ 

Dividends, of course, are dis- 
tributions of profits to the stock- 
pemecbe who are owners of the cor- 
oration. Ordinarily they are pay- 
able in cash, but directors may vote 
a “stock dividend”’—in other words, 
to give the holder of each share 
a& certain amount of additional 
stock. More rarely we hear of scrip 
dividends, which are paid neither 
in cash nor stock, but in interest 
bearing scrip—which is really the 
company’s promissory note. 

Dividends and the warrants or 
rights previously mentioned ordi- 
narily go to “stockholders of rec- 
ord” on a named date—in other 
words to those whose names are at 
that time recorded in the compa- 
ny’s transfer books as stockholders. 
After that date the stock sells “ex- 
dividend’ or “ex-rights:” that is, 
the purchaser does not get the right 
or dividend which, though perhaps 
not payable for several - weeks, 
goes to the holder of record on the 
day set. 

In consequence, {f other things 
are equal, on the day the stock sells 
ex-dividend or ex-rights its price 
will drop about the value of the 
dividend or right. This would not 
be the case with bonds, since these 
are generally quoted “and inter- 
est;” in other words, the purchaser 
of a bond at 96 must ordinarily 
pay 96 plus whatever interest has 
accrued since the last payment. A 
few bonds, such as income and ad- 
justment fssues, are quoted “flat” 
like stocks; in this case the price 
includes interest, and might be ex- 
pected to fall immediately after that 
was paid. 

For describing the movement of 
prices the Street uses certain con- 
ventional terms which are almost 
self-explanatory. A “strong” mar- 
ket is one in which prices are mov- 
ing upward, while in a “firm” one 
this tendency is less pronounced. 
When prices are declining or “yield- 
ing” somewhat the market is said 
to be “soft;” as this movement in- 
creases it becomes “weak.” We 
have a “spotty” market when cer- 
tain issues show strength and oth- 
ers weakness, a “dull” or an “in- 
active” one, according as the vol- 
ume of trading is large or small. 

“Par” is the nominal or face val- 
ue printed on a stock or bond. In 
the case of a bond it is ordinarily 
the amount which; the eorporation 
promises to pay at maturity, but 
the par value of a stock. especially 
of common stock, means almost 
nothing. A share of common stock 
is simply a certificate of propor-

Says Retailers 
Are Not Cutting 


Prices to Bone 


‘Hope Holiday Trade Will 
| Pass Burden On to Pub- 
lic, Says Bulletin of Na- 
tional Association. 


Ascribing stagnation i extiles 
to the attitude of retaflers gener- 
.ally in striving to pass the burden 


of their stock liquidation to the 
consumer, a bulletin of the Natton- 
al Association of Hosiery and Un- 
derwear Manufacturers’ intimates 
ithat some merchants are banking 
|on a brisk holiday trade to enable 
'them to unload goods at war prices 
‘and have no intention of redtcing 
_prices to conform to reductions 
|made by manufacturers and job- 
| bers, says Women’s Wear. 
| Lew Hahn, managing director of 
the National Retail Dry Goods as- 
| sociation, is regarded as not hav- 
ing helped matters for the retailers 
by the recently published statement 
in which he was quoted as saying: 
“When the merchandise which the 
retailer can purchase at the (man- 
ufacturers’ and jobbers’) reduced 
‘rices comes into the estore the 
irices to the public will of course 
ve based on the new reduced cost.” 


Tells of Cancellations. 

It is pointed out that Mr. Hahn 
thus intimates to the consuming 
public that, by waiting, more ad- 
| vantageous prices will prevail. Har- 
ry Jacobson, of Valentine & 
Co., 346 Broadway, New York, in a 
letter, says: “The buyer for the 
retail store, large and small alike, 
either refuses to accept merchandise 
purchased or cancels the order out- 
right, and even returns goods, giv- 
ing as his reason that saw mate- 
rials can now be purchased at lower 
prices and that the public must have 
the reduction. If, in the viewpoint 
of Mr. Hahn, the public should be 
willing to assist the retailer in li- 
quidating his stock, on a basis of 
cost, why is the retailer not will- 
ing to act accordingly with the 
manufacturer and jobber?” 

One. defense set up for the re- 
tailer in exacting war-time prices 
for that which he bought at or near 
the peak is that oe months 
ago he bought at anufacturers' 
sacrificial prices and priced the 
goods on the basis of replacement 
value he was charged with prof- 
iteering and was instructed by 
agents of the department of jus- 
tice that prices must be based on 
cost, regardless of the market. Now, 
however, a representative of the de- 
partment says it is the duty of the 
retailer te come down with the pro- 
cession, just as he advanced with 
it when prices were continually ris- 
ing. 


Blames Eastern Stores. 

A middle west retail establish- 
ment, which has made sweeping re- 
ductions in the liquidation of stock, 
not asking the public to bear the 
burden, believes the eastern retail- 
ers are deferring the moving of 
high;spriced goods. In the west, it 
is-stated, retailers, almost to a man, 
have made reductions t oconform to 
those announced by ‘manufac 
and jobber. and an executive 
house referred to says that 
every day sales are running 
of those on corresponding d 
1919. Measured in dollars 
prices lower than one ye 
sales in one day were mo 
$100,00 Oin excess of the v 
business for the corresponding day 
of last year. 

A central west jobbing house, one 
of the better known, found a re- 
tailer who had not fallen in line 
with the process of liquidation at 
the expense of the owner of the 
merchandise. This retailer wanted 
a number of cases of hosiery. 

“You may have them, on one con- 
dition,” said the jobbing house 
head, “and that is, you offer the 
goods at a price which I shall name. 
That will give you a small profit. 
If you insist on holding to your 
high prices you will have to go else- 
where for the hosiery.” 

The retailer acquiesced, and he is 
quoted by the jobber as reporting 
he has been doing an amazing busi- 
ness. This is confirmed by the fact 
that he returned, sooner than was 
expected, for more cases of the same 
line of hosiery. 

This incident is regarded in the 
trade as showing that if the retaller 
will not voluntarily bear his share 
of the burden of liquidation he can 
be forced by manufacturers and 
jobbers to do so, and that the cut- 
throat practices hinted at by one 
manufacturer will not be neces- 
sary. 

Prices Cut in Some Stores. 

In defense of the retailer, it is 
shown that some have marked their 
prices down to about where they 
ought to be. For example, a shop- 
per in a New York store buying 
several articles of underwear di- 
rected the attention of the sales 
person to the shop-worn appearance 
of the garments, and said delivery 
at the home would have to be made 
from fresh stock. Assurance was 
given that new goods would be 
sent. 

When opened at the home of the 

purchaser the parcel was found to 
contain the identical shop-worn 
garments. In the same week the 
purchaser visited a department store 
in Newark and found the identical 
line, from the same mill, but of 
new, fresh goods, and bought. The 
price w as more than 50 per cent 
under that of the first store vis- 
ited. 
This establishment, it appeared, 
was adhering to high prices for 
goods taken in months ago, while 
the latter, having liquidated its 
high-priced merchandise, was s8ell- 
ing on the basis of manufacturers’ 
reductions. The store first men- 
tioned will have to sell its shop- 
worn goods a second time, as pur- 
chaser returned the garments.

INVENTORIES NOW 


ON MARKET’ BASIS 


Question Finally Decided 


by Government jn Favor 
of Taxpayer — Permits 
“Retail” System. 


Modification of the present sys- 
tem of taking inventories, which 
will result in saving thousands of 
business houses, from partial or 
complete financial] disaster, was an- 
nounced the past week by the treas- 
ury department. 


The announcement, whieh came in 
the form of a memorandum from 
the commitete on ap ls and re 
view, was as follows: 

“The comittee is in receipt of a 
request from the income tax unit 
that committee memorandum 38, of 
March 6, 1920, (ruling 13-20-804), be 
reconsidered. It is stated thatias 
the memorandum now stands it is 
necessary in practically every case 
to refuse the taxpayer’s request for 
perm ssion to change the basis of 
valuifig inventories from cost to 
cost or market, whichever !s lower, 
because such a change reduces the 
tax payable for the year in which 
the change is made. 

“The reason for this is apparent-

“If inventories have been taken 
in the past on the basis of cost, and 
request is now made to change to 
cost or market, whichever is lower, 
the reasons for the request should 
be carefuily scrutinized, and the re- 
quest refused if it appears that the 
Principal reason therefor is to re- 
duce the tax payable for 1919.'- 


Choice Had Been Available. 
“The paragraph in question in the 


original memorandum was . based 


upon the hypothesis that taxpayers 
had had an opportunity to change 
from a strictly cost-price method to 
a cost or market, whichever was 
lower, basis at the close of 1917 and 
1918, and a change which had other 
purpose than reduction of tax did 
not appear to be permissible. 

‘Under the tax laws prior to the 
revenue act of 1918, no specigic. ref- 
erence was made to inventories, but 
under the regulations inventories 
were required to be taken at cost 
for every year until the promulga- 
tion of treasury decision 2609, is- 
sued December 19, 1917. which au- 
thorized a change from cost to cost 
or market, whichever was lower. 
It is not believed that many taxpay- 
ers took advantage of this authori- 
gation, as it did not reach the pub- 
Tic generally in time to take ad- 
vantage of it, had they ¢° desired. 
The act of 1918 specifically granted 
authority to provide for the taking 
of inventories or any basis consist- 
ent with sound commercial prac- 
tice, and which would reflect the 
true income, and the regulations of 
1918 authorized a change from cost 
to cost or market, whichever was 
lower. Again, however, in many 
lines of industry market was above 
cost, and inventories were conse- 
quently priced at cost. 

Cost or Market Permitted. 

“The committee has given eareful 
consideration to the question, and 
has reached the conclusion that 
since in so many instances the tax- 
payer has had no real election, but 
has been forced to take his inven- 
tory on either basis at cost, since 
cost was lower than market, the 
taxpayer who for this reason has 
prior to this year had no real elec- 
tion, but who now desires to change 
to the basis of cost or market,, 
whichever is lower, should be per- 
mitted to do so. 

“The committee therefore recom- 
mends that memorandum No. 38 be 
modified to the extent that where it 
can be shown that market at the 
close of ‘1918 and 1919-:was above 
cost, the taxpayer may now elect to 
take his inventory upon a cost or 
market basis, whichever is lower, 
provided that_suech practce is con- 
sistently adhered to in the future, 
but that the memorandum in ques- 
tion stand so far as it applies to 
those cases where there was an Op- 
portunity to take inventories at.a 
figure lower than cost, because 
market was lower than cost at the 
close of 1918 and 1919, and conse- 
quently there was a real election to 
continue upon a cost, basis.” 

Retailers’ Inventories. 

Regulations 45 have been amend- 
ed by insertion of article 1588 an-‘ 
nounced today by the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue in treasury decision 
3058, under which formal permis- 
sion to use the “retail method” in 
taking inventories by retail dry 
goods dealers is given. 
ury announcement follows: 

Regulations 45 are hereby amend- 
ed by inserting article 1588, reading 
as follows: 

“Article 1588. Inventories of Re- 
tail Dry Goods Dealers. — 

“(1) Retail dry goods dealers, who 
employ the ‘retail method,’ which is 
essentially a ‘cost’ method of valu- 
ing inventories, will be permitted 
to make their returns upon that 
basis, provided (a), that the use of 
such method is designated upon the 
return; (b), that accurate accounts 
are kept; and (c), that-such method 
be adhered to in subsequent years, 
unless a change is authorized by the 
commissioner. The ‘retail method’ 
consi8ts in computing the ‘cost’ of 
goods. on hand from the ‘percentage’ 
or purchase markup and the ‘retail 
value’ of goods on hand. 

“(2) A taxpayer employing the ‘re- 
tail method’ of valuing: inventories 
shall maintain and present in per- 
manent form, for the inspection of 
internal revenue officers, the ac- 
counts and records of each year, to- 
gether with a schedule of all mark- 
downs in each department, and such 
markdowns shall not be included in 
the computation of the retail value 
of goods on hand, unless the goods 
1 peat down have been actually 
sold. 

Inventory Plan Suggested. 

“(3) The following general plan 
of taking an inventory by the ‘re- 
tail method’ will, it is believed, be 
found readily adaptable to the re- 
quirements of most retail dry goods 
dealers: 

“(a) The percentage of a pur- 
chase mark-up is computed as fol- 
lows: The value of all merchandise, 
as received, is recorded by depart- 
ments at two prices, (a) invoice cost 
plus transportation, and (b), origi- 
nal retail sale price. These cost 
and «retail values are accumulated 
as recorded during the year. The 
total retail vaiue minus the total 
cost value equals the total purchase 
mark-up, which, divided by the to- 
tal retail value, gives the percent- 
age of purchase mark-up. 

“(b) The retail value of goods on 
hand is computed as follows: A 
record is kept of (a) the amounts of 
all sales at retail, (b), any varia- 
tions from the inventory ‘prices of 
the preceding year of goods carried 
over from that year, and (c), any 
variatigns from the original sdle 
prices, such as subsequent mark- 
ups or mark-downs (note paragraph 
2). The retail value of the opening 
inventories plus the retail value of 
the purchases (plus or minus the 
algebraic sum of all subsequent 
mark-ups, and mark-downs in the 
case of goods actually sold), minus 
the retai! value of the sales, equals 
the retail value of the book inven- 


' tory of goods on hand. Physica] in- 


ventories by departments are taken 
of goods on hand at retail at the 


‘close of the taxable year and the 
_ retail value of the book inventory 
, of goods on hand is adjusted ac- 
cordingly. 


“(c) The cost of goods on hand 


is computed by subtracting from 100 


per cent the percentage of purchase 
mark-up, which gives the percent- 
age of cost, and multiplying the re- 
tail value of ce on hand by such 
percentage of cost.”

The American Writing Machine 
company has moved from 48 North

W. D. Fricks, local manager, is mov- 
ing for the first time in twenty-qne 
years. When Mr..Fricks first went 
in the typewriter business in 1899

Preference for This Paper 
in Dealings Expressed 
by Numerous Merchants. 
Questionnaire Shows 
One-Third of Industry 
Using Acceptances. 


Use of the trade acceptance has 
secured a substantial foothold in the 
jewelry industry, according to an 
analysis of a questionnaire sent to 
the members of the National Jew- 
elers’ Board of Trade by the Ameri- 
can Acceptance council. A _ full 
third of 300 and more concerns with 
whom the council has established 
correspondence report that they re- 
quest trade acceptances from their 
customers, exclusive of 7 per cent 
who make only occasional use of 
the instrument in their sales, and 
half a dozen more who assert they 
are about to begin its use. Five 
others. voluntarily state they are 
favorably considering its adoption. 


An average based on eighty-six con- 
cerns testes as to how long they 
have been using trade acceptances 


is approximately one and one-half 


years. 
The results of the inquiry are fur- 


ther fortified by .the fact that, ac- |. 


cording to F. C. Backus, secretary 
of the National Jewelers’ Board of 
Trade, the files of that organization 
show names of members who are 
trade acceptance users not included 
in those replying to the council’s 
inquiry, 
~ Fifteen per cent of those report- 
ing-to the council as non-users take 
occasion to indicate that the trade 
acceptance will not gpply in their 
cases because their/ferms are cash 
or so very close té.cash to render 
it, in their. opinion, unnecessary. 
Kighteen of these state that they 
favor, however, the adoption of the 
trade acceptance method by con- 
cerns which sell on time. 

More Light Wanted. 
* A conspicuous feature of the re- 
ports frOm non-users having an ex- 
tensive clientele of time purchasers 
is the number of those who indi- 
cate their desire that tke industry 
in general, and the retail trade in 
particular, be educated as: rap:dly 
as possible to the meaning and use 
of trade acceptances. 

If to the users of trade accep- 
tances be added those who have in- 
dicated their indorsement of the 
method, more than half of the total 
reporting to the council 
may be reasonably regarded as in 
sympathy with the trade acceptance 
movement. 

The growing familiarity of the 
jewelry industry with the trade ac- 
ceptance method and the favor i 
which it is held are also reveale 
in the fact that a fourth of the to- 
tal reporting to the council state 
that they give trade acceptances for 
goods they themselves purchase, 

Proportiongtely to the number of 
responses to any given department 
of the jewelry industry concerned, 
the -largest number of givers of 
trade acceptances are importers. 

However, there are four times as 
many givers of trade acceptances 
among the representatives of other 
lines reporting to the esuncil than 
among importers. 

About 42 per cent of the responses 
were from manufacturers, 30 per 
cent from wholesalers, 15 per cent 
from {mporters, 5 per cent from 
purveyors of materials and supplies 
used in the jewelry trades and the 
remainder unidentified as to de- 
partment. Among these several 
classifications are a number of con 
eerns engaged in other than essen- 
tially jewelry lines, such as silver- 
ware. optica) goode and pens and 

encils. Ag active members of the
